Report Again Current Tha 
Secretary Will Retire 
Shortly. 


Washington, December § 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Reports to the effect that Jame: 
A. Tawney, of Minnesota, chairman o 
the house committee on appropriations 
is to be made secretary of the interior 
to succeed Ballinger, and that the lat- 
ter fs to resign at the close of the 
present session of congress, is qa rumor 
that is actually given mucn credence 
around capitol corridors. 

It is also stated that Henry S. Bou- 
tell, of Illinois, is to be taken care of 
in a diplomatic post. Both of thes« 
statesmen failed of election in the lasi 
campaign. 

Rumors that Secretary Ballinger wil! 
resign have been so frequent and have 
been so promptly denied by the secre- 
tary, that the renewed reports of his 
retirement is received with skepticism 
in some quarters. It was stated to- 
day, however, by prominent members 
of the house that Mr. Ballinger is to 
retire at the conclusion of the present 
Session of congress and the statement 
Was made s0 positively as to carry 
conviction. The secretary is said to be 
not merely willing but anxious to get 
out of the cabinet, now that the con- 
gressional committee that investigated 
the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy has 
reported a majority finding vindicating 
him of all the charges brought against 
him, and the assertion is made that he 
will retire immediately after the ad- 
journment of congress next March. 

Tawney Backed by Cannon. 

Representative Tawney has _ the 
backing of the Cannon regime in the 
house for anything that he might want. 
He has said that he was not seeking 
any kind of an appointment, but when 
his colleagues talked to him today con- 
cerning the report that he is to be- 
come secretary of the interior, Mr. 
Tawney did not say anything to dis- 
credit the _ story. A. cabinet berth 
would undoubtedly be attractive to the 
Minnesota member. 

Immediately upon the convening of 
congress, Representative Boutell’s 
friends got busy to find a place for 
him. They endeavored originally to 
persuade President Taft to give him 
a judicial appointment, and Senator 
Cullom and the entire Illinois delega- 
tion besieged the white house with the 
request that Mr. Boutell be placed on 
the new court of commergce, or given 
some other judicia] preferment of im- 
portance. The president could not ac- 
cede to that request, but he indicated 
a willingness to do something for the 
distinguished Illinois lame duck. Re- 
cently the suggestion was made that 
Mr. Boutell go into the diplomatic 
service, and it was received favorably. 
It is said that he will not be given 
an ambassadorship, but that he will 
be named as minister to one of the 
European countries, probably Spain. 
This is looked upon as one of the most 
attractive berths in the foreign serv- 
ice. Mr. Boutell -is said to prefer u 
diplomatic appointment to judicial 
honors, 

Both Mr. Tawney and Mr. Boutell 
were defeated for renomination and did 
not meet their Waterloo at the polls 
On election day. They are, therefore, 
ppp members of the lame duck 
club.

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BAILROADS ASK 
BOARD FOR RELIEF 


Long and Short Haul 
Provision: Brings No 
End of Complaint. 


Washington, Decemner 17.—Applica- 
tions forrelief under the long and short 
haul provision of the interstate com- 
merce act have been pouring in upon 
the interstate commerce commission 
for several weeks, but more particu- 
Jarly during the last few days. These 
applications ask for relief from liabil- 
ity for violation of the long and short 
haul provisions, it being well Known 
that the tariffs of every railroad con- 
tain instances of technical violation 
of that setcion of the law. Authority 
is given the commission to exercise 
discretion in administering the law in 
this particular. 

Several weeks ago the commission 
issued an order fixing February 17 as 
the last day for the filing of appli- 
cations for relief, that rate being six 
‘months from the effective date of the 
law’s operation, as fixed in the law 
itself. 

To be on the safe side. however, and 
in order to preclude the raising of an 
embarrassing question in the courts 
subsequently, the majority of the rail- 
roads decided to file their applications 
in six months of their passage of 
gress of the amended act regucsa 
commerce. That period expired today. 

Hundreds of applications were re- 
ceived by the commission today, the 
most notable of which were filed by 
Cc. C. MeCay, chairman of the Trunk 
Line committee, of New York, on behalf 
of approximately 200 railroads’ in 
trunk line territory. The roads in- 
clude practically all of tne lineg east 
of Pittsburg.

DUKES AND COUNTS UNNOTICED 
IN THE CITY OF BUENOS AYRES 


New York, December 17.—(Special.)— 
The hobble skirts came and went in 
Buenos Ayres before New York women 
had ever seen them, says Charles H. 
Sherrill, United States minister to the 
Argentine Republic, and dukes and 
counts go unnoticed whem: they visit 
there. 

Mr. Sherrill, who is in his native 
land on a leave of absence, believes 
that we as a people are behind the 
progressive inhabitants in the most en- 
lightened cities in South America in 
the procession that makes up the 
world’s progress. 

“The women in Buenos 
said in an interview here, “are much 
‘smarter’ than the American. Their 
clothes are much more like those of 
the Parisiennes, and they dress much 
more quickly, and consequently in bet- 
ter taste than the New York women. 
Moreover, they wear no jewels to the 
opera, or to any other public place.” 

Mr. Sherrill is looked upon as one of 
the most progressive representatives 
the United States has ever sent to Ar- 
gentina. It is said that in two years 
Ameriean business with the Argentine 
Republic has been doubled, largely({ 
through his efforts. 

“The United States, with a popula- 
tion of nearly 100,000,000, is proud be- 
cause it welcomes one million immi- 
grants a year,” he said. “Argentina, 
with a population of only 7,000,000, re- 
ceives a quarter million new citizen 
annually.” 

He continued: 

“Another thing about Buenos Ayres 
that is superior to New York is the 
indifference of the people to titles. 
Dukes and counts who have been fairlv 
mobbed in the Uniteq States com¢ 
down there and nobody notices them. 

“All the women down there speak 
three or four languages. Everyone 
speaks French. It’s thought nothing

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DECISION ATFECTS 
TRUST COMPANIES 


Ohio Circuit Court Re- 


verses the Case of Chas. 


Y. Dreifus. 


Cincinnati, December 17.—The circuit 
court of Ohio of the first district Dy 
reversing the case of Charles I. Drei- 
fus against the Union Savings Bank 
and Trust Company today established 
a precedent which may cause every 
trust company in the Unitcd States to 
change the indorsement whitch it is 
customary to place on ponds. 

Dreifus received from Holzman & 
Co., who afterward failed, six bonds 
indorsed by the Union Savings Bank 
ang Tiust Company as follows: 

‘It.is hereby certified that this bond 
is one of the series of bonds described 
in the mortgage or deed of trust with- 
in mentioned.”’ 

The indorsement which was used 
vas drawn by skillful lawyers at the 
instance of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation to avoid the liability which, 
in the present case, the court has de- 
cided attaches to the trust company. 
The service which a trust company 
performs as an indorser is merely that 
of certifying that the pond is one of 
a particular series an@ only a nomina] 
fee is charged. 

If the decision stands and the trust 
company becomes liabie ror the securi- 
ty mentionec in the deed of trust it 
will mean that instead or a nominal 
fee being charged, every bond issue 
will entail a large sum. being paid to 
the trust company to prevent over- 
issue. The case wiil be carried to the 
highest courts.

LICENSES FOR SERVANTS 
TO SOLVE GRAVE PROBLEM 


New York, December 17.—(Special.)— 
Servant girls must have a state or city 


license. That’s the only way the serv- 
ant problem will be solved, in the 
opinion of a club of prominent women 
of New Rochelle, which has just been 
formed for the purpose of bringing this 
about. Mrs. Ambrey Beattie, head of 
the organization, said today: 

“The scheme provides for a bureau 
which shall inspect the references of 
servants who are applicants for em- 
ployment. Registry cards bearing the 
photographs and “pedigrees” of the 
person, it is suggested, should show 
before reference of the last employer; 
the reason for the servant leaving or 
being discharged and the wages paid. 

“Through such a means, when a 
servant asks for employment, his or 
her capabilities and responsibility can 
be established at once, and the worry 
over the possibility or the new em- 


ployee entering upon duties which he 
or she is incompetent to perform, or 
the probability of dishonesty will be 
practically eliminated. 

“If a law can be passed making it a 
misdemeanor for a servant to draw up 
a fraudulent registry card or alter one 
that has been prepared by the proper 
authorities, the likelihood of deception 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

“The adoption by the city of plan of 
this kind is not only a petition for the 
housewives, but for the honest and 
capable servant as well, because it 
gives them an incentive to live up to 
the set standard.

Memphis, Tenn., December 17.—John 
B. Moisant, Paris-to-London. fiyer, 
went to his highest altitude today, a 
height of 9,364 feet, if his barograph 
read true. In the United States Arm- 
Strong Drexel and Ralph Johnstone 
alone eclipsed this distance, and it is 
within just 1,135 feet of the present 
world’s record, established by M. 
Legageneaux at Pau several weeks 
ago. \

“It was an impulse that occurred in 
mid-air,” he explained after alighting. 
wee looked favorable and 


Monoplane Only a Blur. 


Ascending at what looked from the 
sround to be almost a direct angle, 
the Chicago man drove his monoplane 
skyward until it was only a faint blur. 
Then he was lost to vision. As the 
moments multiplied Simon was sent 
aloft, but returned without tidings. 
In all, there was seven unusually long 
minutes of waiting until a tiny speck 
appeared in the clouds, gradually tak- 
ing from as the man-bird came nearer 
to earth.

The 
cold was intense, but as [I planned 
my way into the lower altitudes and 
eventually sighted the ground, the 
warmer air started my blood to tin- 
gling again and the rest of the jour- 
ney was comparatively pleasant.

JEM MACE DIED DESTITUTE 


Jem Mace, the English pugilist, the 
most famous of his class since Tom 
Sayers, made and 1st $1,250.000 in 
his lifetime and died practically a 
pauper waiting in vain for an vld- 
age. pension. There was a time when 
he had close upon $400,000 in bank. 
What became of it? His money went 
jv . as your John L. Sullivan's money 
was blown to the winds. Mace had a 
wonderfu] ring career. 

He »articipated in 500 battles. His 
championship career vegan in 1862, 
when he defeated Sam Hurst, and ex- 
tended until 1872. Maé@e madea fortune 
but dieqg in poverty. He only recent'y 
applied for pension, but the appli- 
cation was pending when he died. Is 
rugged health remained until a few 
weeks ago, wnen a general break- 
down presaged the end. He attribut- 
ed his good health to his regularity 
angtemperance. He did not begin his 
ring career until he was 24 years old, 
when he met a fighter named Slack, 
whom he disposed of tn 19 minutes. 

His xt match was with Bill 
Thorpe, who had never been defeated. 
He won. At first he was called “George 
Brown's Novice,” and the sporting 
world laughed when it was proposed 
that he fight Bob Brettle. They fought 
on the bank of the Medway, Septem- 
ber. 21, 1858. At the end of three min- 
utes Brettle was declared the winner. 
Later M. :; whipped Brettle, as if he 
had been an amateur. 

Then came Mace’s fight with the 
champion, Bob Travers. Travers ruled 
® to 1 favorite, because of his greater 
bulk. This fight lasted through two 
days, the first session being interfered 
with by the p«lice at the conclusion 
of the sixth round. 

The fighters and spectators took re- 
cesses for meals and rest, and at in- 
tervals the crowd went off to drink 
and shoot game. 

The next day the men continued to 
fight. Mace bi in to show his su- 
periority after the fifteenth round. He 
won the fight in the twenty-seventh. 


Another fight with Brettle followed 
and Mace won in the fifth round. 

In 1860 Mace was declared the cham- 
pion of the world. Tom King chal- 
lenged his supremacy, and they fought 
a 43-roung fight in January, 1862, the 
verdict going to Mace. Then for the 
next ten years he was unbeatable. He 
fought often and all comers, and at 
one time he had nearly $400,000 rep- 
resenting his earnings In the prize 
ring. 

Mace was no manager, and his for- 
tune melted away. A year ago last 
April he applied for an old-age pen- 
sion. In England there 1s a pension of 
five shillings a week for all persons 
over 70 who are practically destitute. 
The old man said when ne applied for 
the pension: 

“Since I lost my wife nothing has 
gone right. I always needed a mas- 
ter.” 


“Only two men ever beat me,” he 
said. “sob Brettle anq Tom King. 
Those beatings were accidents, for lI 
met them again ang polished them off 
proper. I suffered more from punch- 
ing them than from tnerr punches. I 
Laew more than they—had a better 
head piece. 

“A quarter of a millfon pounds I 
have taken out of the prize ring—and 


all gone. Ten championship cups and 
four ‘pionship belts I have won, 
al} silver, with diamonds and precious 
stones, and they are gone.” 

Mace came to America in 1870, and 
at New Orleans beat Tom Allen for 
a $5,000 prize. The tollowing May, 
1871, he was matched to fight Joe Co- 
burn in Canada, but fearing a “frame- 
up” and a cesperate battle between 
their supporters at the ringside, both 
men refu 1 to come out of their corn- 
erm Later tley fought for three hours 
in New Orleans ang the battle was 
called a draw. 

Mace paid his last visit to America 
in 1896, when he donned the gloves 
for the last time in an exhibition bout 
with Prof. Mike Donovan. 

American. sportsmen rnterested in 
pugilism, always made the pilgrimage 
to Mace’s home when tn wondon and it 
was due to their generosity that Mace 
was able to enjoy many of the little 
luxuries of life. He enjoyed meeting

Up in Pennsylvania they 
passed a law last summer making it 
unlawful to shoot deer unless they had 
visible horns. The result has been 
that not a single human being has 
been shot by deer hunters in that state 
since the law was passed. This breaks 
all records for Pennsylvania and for 
every other state. But this law might 
as well have been passed fifty years 
ago aS now and had it been, hundreds,

State, and that there was much that 
could have been done to obviate and 
lessen these dangers that never was 
done. Then why wasn’t some attention 
called to the condition of the sport 
before’ this? Attention has been 
called to it. over and over ggain, just 
as the paper every-day of the good 
old summertime point to the folly of 
“rocking the boat.” But does every- 
body stop rockjng the boat then? Not 
a little bit—and probably they won't 
until our 
legislatures make it a crime, puntsh- 
able by a term in the penitentary, to 
Zive a boat even one little wilful 
wobble if it contains any other per- 
son than the rocker. 

Some of these days there is going 
to be some legislating on aeroplaning; 
too many people are getting killed at 
it, that’s all. And there’s going to be 
some on auto racing, for the same 
reason; just as there has already been 
a lot on the subject of boxing and 
prize fighting. In many states no prize 
fights, or even boxing exhibitions, are 
permitted to be held, while in all of 
them exist laws as to the weight of 
the gloves and generally, also, as to 
the number of rounds that may be 
scheduled. This is to say that we are, 
as a people, getting to see that there 
are a whole lot of sports in the’ world 
besides football that need regulating, 
and when people admit that much, 
then some of their energy is going to 
be diffused, some of their attention is 
going to be directed to the other “bull 
fights’ that need stopping or correct- 
ing. 

Legislation Is Needed. 

Am I, then, admitting that that is 
anything in football that needs legis- 
lation? Why, certainly I am. Has not 
every conscientious footballist in the 
country been racking his brains almost 
cut to discover ways to keep the game 
4s near like it is as may be, and yet 
eliminate from it all danger possible? 
Hasn't the rules committee been meet- 
ing most every month, spending time, 
trouble and money, and talking, work- 
ing, thinking, arguing, planning, ex- 
perimenting and doing its very 
“dingdest” generally to do for their 
sport what the followers of so many 
other dangerous sports are not doing— 
their full duty? 

Football and footballers have con- 
vinced the public that they aregreally 
making the earnest effort that so 
many other sports are not making; and 
for its part the public has in the course 
of time come at last to see that it is 
not only unjust, but silly as well, to 
pick out football for attack. Common 
sense has come to the rescue, and foot- 
ball is getting the benefit. The world- 
wide Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty in Sports has at last “sicked”’ 
some of its dogs of war on something 
else besides football, and thus the lat- 
ter has a chance to breathe, to look 
about, to fake calm, collected inventory 
of its condition, and to figure how it 
can safest and quickest reach the 
coveted goal behind which ali criticism 
ends. Unharried, she'll reach that har- 
bor as soon as any of those sports 
which yet are, and of right ought to 
be, under fire. 

Seccer in the Southern Colleges. 

It hag recently been asked why do 
not the southern colieges take up 
soccer at the close of the football 
Season? It is pointed out that soccer 
is a go00d game; that it is played in a 
number of other sections of the coun- 
try at this time of the year, and that 
there are not a few even hereabouts 
who understand the game and who 
would love to play it were someone to 
take hold and boom the old thing. 

Ail this is true enough, and those 
who understand the game, who love it, 
and who have the time and inclination 
to play it, should certainly get togeth- 
er and start this good game up. 

ut, when it comes to the average 
southern college, she must beg to be 
excused. It’s well enough for the large 
colleges of t east to play soccer as 
well as Amefican Rugby; but, then, 
they have the students to draw from 
to turn out another varsity in another 
sport. And they have the money, and 
get the attendance to pay for this add- 
ed sport. But your average smal! col- 
lege of the south has neither of these 
---for it takes money to make the mare 
xo in college sports as in *anything 
else.

“An Absolute Nuisance” 
He Calls It. 


Vice President of the T. P. A./ 
Says the New Rule Inflicts 
Inexcusable Trouble and De- 
ay Upon the Traveling Pub- 


“An absolute nuisance and a rule 
that inflicts inexcusable trouble and 
delay upon the trrveling public. 

C. H. Kelly, of Kelly Bros., commis- 
Sion merchants, and one of the vice 
presidents of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association, thus forcibly expressed 
himseif Saturday in discussing the.

“If the railroad companies insist that 
after the mileag.: books are purc*ased 
the holder shall exchange his mileage 
for a ticket, the whole purpose for 
which the book is purchased is de- 
feated. 

“It was estimated in The Constitu- 
tion Saturday morning that 3,000 per- 
sons in the state constantly use these 
mileage books, and that they spend 100 
hours daily at railroad stations ex- 
changing mileage for tickets.

“Of course, an invasion of the Pa- 
cific coast is entirely practicable,” he 
continued.

HOUSE OF LORDS 


“From all I hear, it 


NEARING 1TS END 


Was Hated; Now the 
Butt of Ridicule. 


The Antiquated Institution Is 
Probably the Biggest Aggre- 
gation of Blockheads Who 
Ever Assembled Under One 
Roof. 


By Paul Lambeth. 

London, December 17.—(Special.)— 
The house of lords may survive a few 
years, but that it is doomed is the 
opinion of thinking people throughout 
the empire. Until recently it was hated; 
now it is the butt of ridicule. During 
the recent campaign the institution 
got a raking that it cannot long en- 
dure. It is hard for Americans to ap- 
preciate what a body like the house 
of loriis really is. 

That stupid, useless and antiquated 
institution is made up as follows: 
Three princes, 30 dukes, 37 marquesses, 
229 earls, 84 viscounts, 415 barons. 
Total, 788; not including the bishops, 
of whom 26 sit in the house of lords. 
Aside from the bishops, who are edu- 
cated men. the lords are, probably, the 
biggest aggregation of blockheads 
ever assembled under one roof. It is 
positively painful to listen to them 
when engaged in debate. 

It has been suggested by Tim Field- 
ers, a London wit, that prisoners who 
are sentenced to hard labor should be 
forced to listen to the noble lords 
making speeches, as a substitute for 
the hard labor end of the sentence. 
About the'brainiest of the lot is the 
premier peer, the Duke of Norfolk, 
whose creation dates from 1483—the 
fifteenth century. He is something of 
an old granny. There are lords who 
wear bracelets and several carry 
ladies’ umbrellas. Think of such a 
body having absolute control over any 
country, or even a yoice in any serious 
affair of life! 

Lieyd George’s Attack. 

One of the most effective attacks 
ever made upon the lords was made 
recently by Lloyd George. It is worthy 
of reproduction here. Comment ‘nad 
been made by a Tory on the fact that 
Irish-Americans were sending money 
to this country to be used in electing 
enemies of Torryism to parliament. Re- 
plying, Mr. George said: “Now, with 
reference to the house of lords, I will 
declare that no civilized people would 
tolerate such a legislative body. 

“What I should Hke to know is 
this: Since when has the British aris- 
tocracy started despising American 
dollars? I see you understand that. 
Many a noble house tottering to its 
fall has had its walls buttressed by 
American dollars. I am informed that 
there is a newspaper even in London, 
a Tory newspaper, run by American 
dollars. 

“France has a senate. The United 
States has a senate. The colonies have 
senates. But they are all chosen di- 
rectly or indirectly by the people. Let 
them take a trip to Australia and per- 
suade the Australians to set up a house 
of lords on our plan. (Laughter.) Let 
us go there with them now. We will 
go to Australia with a noble tariff re- 
former. And before we landed, he 
would say, ‘Have you a second cham- 
ber?’ They would say, ‘Yes.’ Then we 


would say, ‘Would you mind telling us |\ 


how it is composed, and of what class 
of people?’ They would say, ‘Just the 
class of people anywhere around here. 
It is elected by all the people, male and 
female, who are of age.’ But our tariff 
reform friend would say, ‘Surely, you 
give more votes to the owners of prop- 
erty than to a mere man who works 
for his living?’ They would say, “No.’ 
Then our Tory friend would say, ‘Is 
property secure?’ ‘Why?’ ‘Can a man 
safely bring his capital to this coun- 
try?” And the Australian would say, 
would be much 
safer here than in many quarters of 
London.’ 

“The Australian would be very im- 
pressed and would say, ‘Ah, what shall 
Australia do to be saved? Give us an 
aristocracy. How are we to get one ’ 
they would say. I would say, ‘The 
easiest thing in the world. I will tell 
you how we got ours. I will give you 
our oldest, most ancient stock, and 
consequently our best—(laughter)— 
because an aristocracy is like 
cheese; the older it'is, the higher it 
becomes. (Great laughter.) I will 
tell you how we got out first and best 
quality. A few shiploads of French 
filibusters came over from Normandy. 
They killed all the owners of property 
they could lay their hands on. Having 
done so, they levied for their own 
uses death duties at 100 per cent. Un- 
fortunately, their descendants have 
have been cutting each other’s throats 
and there are very few of them left. 
(Laughter.) Consequently they are 
very rare and costly; and I need hard- 
ly assure you that such a common and 
vulgar doctrine as the survival of the 
fittest does not apply to them. (Laugh- 
ter.) Now, that is how we started, 
and we would say to the Australians, 
‘Have you anything like that” They 
would say, ‘Well, stop a minute; we 
had a few bushrangers, but we must 
inform you they only stole cattle.’ 
(Laughter.) ‘Oh,’ we would say, ‘cat- 
tle won't don; ‘it must be land, and 
that On large scales.’ ‘Well,’ says the 
Australian, ‘it really does not matter; 
we hanged the last of them a short 
time ago—(Cheers)—before they had 
an opportunity of founding a family. 
Have you anything else?’ 


The Second Quality. 

“Well, let us give you our second 
quality. Our second quality are those 
in this way: We had a religious re- 
formation in this country, and we had 
certain people who took advantage of 
it to appropriate to their own uses

“elf you were a small boy on a farm and 


1 never been farther away from 
‘ne than Athens, how would you like 


7 . come to Washington and be congrat- 


ulated by the secretary of agriculture, 
and have the president of the United 
States pat you on the head and say 
you “done noble,” or words to that 
effect? 

That has been the exprience of young 
Joseph Stone, of Center, Ga., which is 
in the county of Jackson, and of ten 
other boys representing eleven south- 
ern states. 

Dean Swift's oft-quoted observation 
about the two blades of grass has been 
outdone by these southern boys—none 
of them over 16—for they have made 
ten or fifteen bushels of corn grow 


| “eaybere only one grew before, and by

that token are greater than the whole 
race of politicians. 

Stene’s record was 102% bushels on 
a measured acre of ground, raised at 
an expense of 29 cents a bushel. And 
the corn grower in Georgia who came 
second was his brothr, Hoyt Stone, who 
planted the adjoining acre. Between 
them they raised 200 bushels, or there- 
ubouts, on a plot of two acres. 

A young South Carolina farmer boy 
raised 228% bushels on his acre, but 
{t cost him 43 cents a bushel, while Ira 
“Smith, of Arkansas, produced 119 bush- 
eis at a cost of only 8 cents a bushel, 
and was pronounced the champion 
corn-grower of the world.

Representative Bell promised Joe 
that he would send him everything the 
department of agriculture had pub- 
lished on corn-growing, or anything 
else the young champion might want. 

Gees Home for Sunday School. 

Joe and his father left Washington 
Friday night for home. They were 
both tired, and Father Stone said the 
bard pavements hurt his feet. Joe 
wanted to get back where he could 
find plenty of water to drink, for he 
developed a thirst that craved wa- 
ter at the white house, the capitol, 
the library, anywhere and everywhere 
he happened to be. The great difficul- 
ty he had in getting water to drink 
created a suspicion in the young man’s 
mind that that potable liquid was not 
in high favor here. 

The real reason why they cut short 
their stay in the capital was that Joe 
wanted to be home Sunday to help 
plan for the Christmas tree the Pres- 
byterian Sunday school in Centre is 
to give. He feit it was something he 
Ought to do, and the pleasure of an- 
other day at the capital did not tempt 
him to absent himself and neglect his 
Share of the work. 

In addition to the trip to Washing- 
ton, young Stone won the capital 
prize of $50 offered by the county 
schoo] commissioners of Jackson, the 
prize of $50 offered by the city of 
Commerce and the $100 prize offered 
by the Georgia Bankers’ Association. 
Over 2,000 boys in Georgia competed 
for the big prize.

On March 10 Joe plowed again 
to the depth of 10 inches, and laid off 
his acre into rows 4% feet, and put 
his corn 14 inches in the drill. He 
plowed twice in June, on the 20th and 
30th, and spread 800. pounds of fer- 
tilizer over the field. On July 6 he 
added 75 pounds of nitrate of soda. 

And the corn grew. | 

Farmers came from all over Jack- 
son county to sse the plot cultivated 
by Joe and his’ brother, Hoyt, and 
6,000 decided to adopt the demonstra- 
tion plan. Joe's acre yielded 102 5-8 
bushels, and Hoyt’s 94 6-8. The plot 
produced an average of four ears to 
the stalk. 

As evidence of 
complished by the boys’ corn contest, 
the thirty-nine prizes awarded at 
Commerce on November 20 last went 
to boys who had produced upward of 
66 bushels to the acre. No yield lower 
than that won anything. 

The father of Joe Stone is a good 
deal of a farmer himself. He has 
raised two bales of cotton on an acre. 
He works on halves with King & Co., 
of Athens. A move is on foot to buy 
a farm for Joe so that he will not 
have to work on halves.

Single-Handed, Jailer Stood 
Off Mob Last Sunday Morn- 
ing---Federal Officials Warn 
Sheriff United States Prison- 
ers in Jail Must Be Given 
Protection. 


Columbus, Ga., December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Both local companies of mili- 
tia are at their armory tonight in 
readiness to march at any moment to 
the county jail, a few blocks away, 
Should another attack be made on It. 
It is a rainy, disagreeable night, with 
only smal] crowds on the streets, and 
it was not thought necessary to place 
the militia actually on guard at the 
jail. 
Rumors that there might be serious 
trouble tonight caused a feeling of 
Suspense and uneasiness all over the 
city, the apprehension and excitement 
being added to by the death this morn- 
fnmz of Jailer A. A. Phelts from the 
pistol wound he received while fight- 
ing off the mob last Sunday morning 
that thirsted for the blood of the ne- 
gro rapist whom the mob thought was 
in the building. 

U. 8S. Prisoners in Jail. 

Of the prisoners in the jail, less than 
twenty in number, thirteen are United 
States prisoners who are being board- 
ed there by the government, eleven of 
them being negroes. Should the mob 
get In‘the jail there might be a whole- 
Sale lynching of negroes. 

Sheriff J. F. Baird has reported the 
situation to Marshal Walter H. John- 
son,-Of the northern district of Geor- 
gia, and stated tonight that the mar- 
one go'4 him that the government 
“afd hold him accountable for the 
dafety of the United States court pris- 
oners at the jail. 

The impending danger of mob vio- 
lence, if it exists, is manifested more 
tonight by a spirit of uneasiness and 
apprehension rather than any actual 
demonstration, for at 10 o’clock the 
streets were unusually quiet for Sat- 
urday night. 

Soldiers Under Arms All Night. 

The attack last Sunday morning was 
wholly unexpected, however, and the 
authorities are preparing for emergen- 
cies. The militia will probably be 
Under arms all! night. The two eom- 
panies, The Columbus Guards and the 
City Light Guards, are having a rather 
Strenuous time of it this week. The 
request of. the sheriff for additional 
State troops has not been granted by 
the governor, who, it is understoood, 
does not deem it necessary to increase 
the military protection now existing. 
AS a rule, the negroes hurried to their 
homes earlier than usual tonight, 
seemingly apprehensive of trouble. 

Jailer Repulse@d Mob. 

The purpose of the mob in attacking 
the jail'last Sunday was to get a ne- 
gro who is charged with having out- 
raged a white girl. At the time the 
mob made its attack the negro was in 
the Atlanta jail, having been taken 
there Saturday because of the rumor 
that a mob was forming. 

When the mob .came, Jailer Phelts 
stood it off, killing Irvin Kent, wound- 
ing two other men and himself receiv- 
ing the wound which caused his death.

engaged in a duel with revolvers and 
all three were killed. 

During the fight, the mule, which 
was the innocent cause of the fight, 
was also killed. 

Quarreled Over Mule. 

It seems that the mule was in the 
possession of John Benefield, but Will 
Benefield claimed to be the owner, and 
had demanded the return of the ani- 
mal. John Benefield refused to sur- 
render the mule, alleging that his 
brother’s claim was unjust. 

A bitter quarrel between Will and 
John Benefield followed, and White 
Benefield, the older brother, tried ‘> 
act as peacemaker and have the own- 
ership of the mule submitted to arbi- 
tration. ' 

The Shooting Begins. 

John Benefield was willing, but Will 
Benefield said ..esmule was his prop- 
erty and he intended to have the ani- 
mal. 

Will Benefield tried to lead the mule 
away, and was warned to stop by his 
brother John. There was another ex- 
change of bitter words, and then both 
John and Will Benefield drew their 
revolvers and began firing at each 
other at close range. Both men 
emptied their revolvers, every shot 
taking effect. 

Three Dead Men; Ome Dead Mule. 

When the smoke cleared away, John 
and Wil} Benefield and the mule were 
dead, and White Benefield, who had 
tried to stop the quarrel, ~was dy-.3. 
He lived only i few minutes. 

All three brothers were prominent 
in their section, ang each of them 
leaves a wife and children. 

While the dispute over the mule was 
the immedate cause of the tragedy- 
it is sald that the real bitterness be- 
tween John and Will Benefield was 
due to an alleged insult which Will 
Benefield is said to have offered John’s 
wife.

Herr David, a so- 
cialist, voiced this view !n the cham- 
ber. The chancellor repudiated it and 
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saiq that, whatever the outcome of| 
the trial, the moral responsibility for 
the riots rested on the soctalists. This 
stung the socialist deputies to fury, 
and they rushed, shouting and gesticu- 
lating, to the ministeria] table. Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweeg’s tall figure 
towered above the angry throng as he 
stood unmoved, and his .opponents 
shook their fists and hurled epithets 
at him, while the president vainly 
clanged his bell for order. Suddenly a 
strident voice wag heard above the qin 
exclaiming, “You have _ lied!” This 
brought the non-socialists into the 
racket with a counter chorus of epi- 
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thets against the socialists, and there 
was a long pandemonium. As soon as

Herr Kuhn- 
ert, a socialist, impenitently claimed 
the distinction and was frormally call- 
ed to order. .The chancellor then re- 
sumed his remarks, saying nothing 
coulg alter what, he had stated, what- 
ever isolated mistakes Individua] po- 
licemen might have made.

Washington, December  11.——Presi- 
dent Taft, addressing the closing ban- 
quet tonight of the American Society 
for Judicial Settlament of Interne- 
tional Disputes, allayed “the so-called 
war scare which has furnished, padu- 
lum for the newspapers during the last 
few days.” 

He declared “there is not the slight< 
est reason for such a sensation be- 
cause we are at peace with all tne 
nations of the world, and are quite 
likely to remain so.” 

He said his purpose in outlining the 
preparedness of the United States for 
war “at a peace meeting” was to ghow 
by contrast the great worthiness. of 
the movement for a permament court 
of arbitral justice and universal peace. 

The National Defense. 

The president summarized the condi- 
tion of the national defenses and urged 
that a policy of “wise military prep- 
aration” be pursued.

It has been built not alone [to 
further the cause of the world’s com- 
merce, but also to bring Our cagtern 
aud western seabeoards closer together 
and to secure for us military benefit 
enabling our naval fleet to pass quick- 
ly from one ocean to the other. Now, 
tiie works’of the canal are of Such & 
character that a warship might easily 
put the canal out of commission. 

Canal Fortifications. 

“We are authorized to police tne 

canal and protect it, and we Rave 
the treaty right to erect fortifications 
there. Fortifications are the best and 
most secure nethod of protecting that 
canal against the attack Of some .fre- 
sponsible nation «r armed force. 
* “It is said that we could neutralize 
the canal, .nd by inducing all nations 
to agree vot to attack the canal s@- 
cure its immunity from injury. But 
tha trouble is that nations are quite 
as likely as men to violate their oblf- 
gations under great stress like that of 
war. 

“It seems to me that we ought to 
put ourselves in a position with ~~~ 
erence to this very valuable and 
cate plece of property, so that. she 
any nation forget its obligation, 


will be in a position to prevent unlaw- . 


ful injury to this instrument of tom- 
merce so valuable to the world and so 
indispensable to us. The fact that we 
fortify the canal wilt not prevent us 
from discharging al} international 
obligations that we may have in re- 
spect to it. but it will enable us to 
defend ourselves in ite possession 
against the act of every irresponsible 
force or nation. It will not prevent 
our maintaining its neutrality if that 
is wise and right.” 
Nation’s Coast Defense. 

The president said the United States 
had excélient coast defenses for every 
important harbor that an enemy woulg 
enter. He summarized the prepared- 
ness of the country for war by saying: 

“We probaoly,ought to see to it that 
we have ammunition and guns enough 
for ready use in cases or emergency. 
We have a small, bur very efficient 
army. We have a militia of about 
125,000 men. The army is so -consti- 
tuteu that we could enriarge it. from a 
skeleton organization into a much 
larger body. We ought to. have more 
trained officers so to, furnish the 
teachers to a larger body of men that 
war migst require us to enlist. 

“here has been a good deal of talk 
in the papers and some reference th 
congress to the supposed helpless con- 
dition of this country tn the event of a 
foreign invasion. I venture to think 
that much more has been made of this 
than the facts, calmly considered, 
would justify. We have a very good 
with the opening of: the 
Panama canal it wil: se a much more 
effective one.

Washington, December 17.—(Special.) 
As matters now stand, no action will 
be taken by either branch of congress 
bearing on the famous’ Ballinger- 
Pinchet controversy. The affair is prac- 
tically a closed incident, and if any- 
thing more is heard of it the noise will 
be made by individual members of the 
house or senate who decide to air their 
views on the majority or minority re- 
ports of the investigating committee 
and make speeches for campaign cir- 
culation. iater on, 

At the time the investigation was 
started, and even up until the time the 
reports of the committee were submit- 
ted the impression prevailed gen:2ral- 
ly that there would be some action By 
congress on the conclusions reported 
by the committee. There was much 
speculation as to what this action 
wouid be, and the opinion wag freely 
advanced that the senate would adopt 
or approve the majority report favor- 
ing Secretary Ballinger, while in the 
house there was a possibility of the 
adoption of the minority report by a 
combination of democratic and insur- 
gent republican votes. 

Reports Can’t Be Brought Up. 
It has developed now, however, that

NO FINE SPUN 
~ TARIFF SCHEME 


Wanted by Business In- 
terests, Says Lodge. 


Wholesale Revision Strongly 
Opposed---Senator Advocates 
Tariff Amendment by Sec- 
tions, and Favors a Tariff 
Commission. 


Washington, December 17.—Declar- 
ing wholesale revision of the tariff 
to be an “unmitigated rnjury to the 
business interests of the country and 
ruinous to the party that undertakes 
them,”’ Senator Lodge tnsa speech to- 
day in the senate took a position in 
support of tariff amendment -by sec- 
tions. 

The Massachusetts senator spoke on 
a motion to refer the Cummins joint 
resolution to the committee on rules, 
The house, he’ said, now had power to 
bring in special rules to cut out 
amendments and he believed the sen- 
ate could adopt a similiar plan. There- 
fore, he did not believe necessary a 
general law’ such as Is contemplated 
by the resolution. 

Senator Lodge announced himself in 
perfect accord with the president’s de- 
sire to obtain a tariff commission. 

Speaking of desirability of the 
amendment of the tariff in separate 
parts rather than as a whole, Mr. 
Lodge said that on more than on oc- 
casion conditions had arisen which ren- 
dered desirable the alteration of por- 
tions of the tariff bill, but that such 
changes could not be undertaken with- 
out entering upon a complete.revision 
of all the schedules. : 

“It may be said,” Mr. Lodge’argued, 
“that it is easy for the majority to vote 
down objectionable amendments, but 
the range is so great as to render it 
impracticable to offer any amendment 
that does not open up the whole sub- 
ject.” 

The senator then announced his ad- 
herence to the contention for a tariff 
commission of a permanent character. 

‘“LPariff stability,” he declard, “is the 
best gift that the businss interests can 
receive, while nothing is as bad as in« 
stability.” 

Mr. Heyburn announced direct and 
unyielding opposition to the Cummins 
resolutions, and to all efforts at piece- 
meal revision. 

Ne Expert Pencil Men Wanted. 

“We want no expert body of pencil 
men to tell* us what to do,” he said, 
adding that there was no telling where 
Such a syst€m would lead. He then 
expressed apprehension that the “fine- 
spun scheme’ might bring about a re- 
revision of the wool schedule, because 
the manufacturing states want wvo: 
treated as raw material. Then, refer- 
ring to the talk of foreign competition, 
Mr. Heyburn declared that such talk 
was resorted to for purposes of coer- 
cion, 

“We don’t want to call in the Hes- 
Sians, the Germans and French,” he 
said, “bui our own people can do 2 
that is necessary. The tariff commission 
of this country should be the markets— 
the people themselves engaged in their 
business functions.” 

The resolution was left on thé table 
for further discussion.

Paris, December 17.—“The Ameri- 
can woman’s fame has spread to dis- 
tant Persia, also the report that she 
rules the sterner sex—or is beginning 
to,” said Mohammed Ali, the deposed 
shah of Persia, today. “Your Ameri- 
can women—I have met them in Tehe- 
ran—they will dominate the men soon. 
Sooner or later, America will have a 
woman president; it is going to hap- 
pen.” 

Mohammed Ali, whose people hurled 
him from the peacock throne in July, 
1909, is a conspicuous figure here. 

“You have asked me if I intend to 
go to America,” he said. “I am unable 
to answer that question definitely at 
present, but in a few months I can tell. 
Yes, I am very anxious to go to Amer- 
ica, but my ladies do not like to make 
such a long voyage. Besides, I have 
been told that a man with three or 
more Wives will not be permitted to 
land in America. My ambassador told 
me that before a man enters a steamer 
to New York he must swear he is*not 


a polygamist. Well, you know gur sa- 
cred custom and traditions—that a man 
can have as many wives as he can sup- 
port. I would like to go, I have heard 
to many interesting stories of your 
wonderful New York city, its sky- 
scrapers, its jeweled women and great 
hippodrome. ‘These are all interesting 
and I would like to see them. 

“You want to know what I think of 
America and of American women? I 
am a great admirer of your people and 
their education, energy and wealth. I 
know all about your multi-millionaires; 
I known all about. Washington, Lin- 
coln and Roosevelt—so you see I know 
practically everything that is going on 
in your country; that your Rockefeller; 
oh, yes, Rockefeller, he is a great 
man in America.

Life Clamored Too Strongly. 

“You think it strange for a preach- 
er’s wife to write a present-day novel,” 
said Mrs. Thacker. “Why § strange? 
Perhaps some day someone will write 
@n essay on ‘The Evolution of the Min- 
fister’s Wife.’ It would be an interest- 
ing study. Have you ever thought it 
Strange that so many wives of minis- 
ters are invalids? I myself passed 
through a-period of threatened inva- 
iidism several years ago. I recovered, 
I wouldn't stand it. Life clamored too 
strongly. No, I can’t explain. You'll 
have to figure it out for yourself. 

“A normal woman's nature demands 
excitement, however demure her out- 
ward appearance may be. Some find it

We have witnessed, in the past few 
years, the growing tendency on the 
part of those in authority to permit 
violations of the law. We have seen 
the acts of congress, the laws of the 
States and municipal ordinances treat- 
ed with disrespect, ignored and openly 
violated, with the full knowledge of 
those whose sworn duty it was to en- 
force them. 

We all know that the password 
through the outposts standing guard 
around the majesty of the law is “in- 
fluence,” influence of dollars or polfti- 
cal pull. Without respect for law and 
order, we are building upon the sand. 
“Religious freedom, freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, the untrammelled 
right of the individual to earn his liv- 
ing and support his family by honest 
toil: to engage in private enterprise 
permitted by law; use his property as 
he pleases without infringement upon 
the law or rights of others,” these 
are among the blessings of liberty for 
which our fathers fought; but the op- 
tion, privilege or license to violate the 
laws of the land have never been in- 
cluded in the definition of “liberty” in 
any organized state of society. 

The remarkable growth of the cities 
of the United States during the past 
decade makes the problem of their 
administration one of the most im- 
portant subjects which can command 
the attention and study of our fellow 
citizens; and upon its successful solu- 
tion depends the future importance and 
prosperity of our nation. The influence 
of the modern city i8 now so keenly 
felt in both state and national affairs 
that our civic responsibility is greater 
than ever before. 


Farm v. City. 


In 1860, 16 per cent of our population 
lived in cities of 3,000 population and 
more; in 1910 it is estimated that 36 
per cent of our present population live 
in cities of 8,000 and more. This rapid 
increase in urban population in the 
past few years is world-wide and at- 
tracting the attention of all students 
bf commerce, The explanation is given 
as due to the increasing demand for 
labor in the cities, and the consequent 
shifting in the occupations of the peo- 
ple. This has taken from the food 
producers in the country and added to 
the food consumers in the city, which 
is the logical cause for an increase in 
the cost of food = supplies. New 
products of the factories, such as au- 
tomobiles, electric power and lighting 
plants, telephones, typewriters and 
phonographs afte a few of the illus- 
trations that might be given as re- 
quiring labor but in little demand a 
decade ago. The auto alone is said 
now to give directly and indirectly em- 
ployment to 500,000 hitherto engaged 
in other pursuits. 

The cotton mill in the south has 
largely drawn from the rural popula- 
tion and the genial charm of modefn 
city life as compared to dull monoto- 


‘nous days on the farm are some of the 


reasons why the populations of the 
cities have increased so rapidly Add 
to these reasons the influence of the 
millions of immigrants, but few of 
whom have settled in:.the rural dis- 
tricts, and the cause our statistics 
show that more than one-third of our 
people now dwell in cities is not hard 
to understand.

Manufacturing. 


The south has $300,000,000 invested 
in ¢otton mills, and now spins more 
cotton than New England. 

We have two and a quarter billions 
of dollars invested in manufacturing 
plants, turning out products valued at 
nearly three billions of dollars, and 
the property value of the sauth today 
is five billion of dollars more than 
the total property value of the United 
States in 1860. 

The south realizes that if it con- 
tinues to encourage manufacturing in- 
dustries it must provide the means of 
giving the young men a technical edu- 
cation, and now hardly a single south- 
ern state is without some such insti- 
tution of learning. 


New Orleans Exposition. 


A movement has been started to hold 
in New Orleans the proposed exposi- 
tion celebrating the completion of the 
Panama canal. We hope that the gov- 
ernment may decide upon that loca- 
tion, which we believe is the logical 
one. It has been estimated that 75 
per cent of the population of the coun- 
try could visit New Orleans at an 
average railroad fare of $12.50. The 
other city spoken of is San Francisco, 
whose remoteness should eliminate her 
from serious consideration. The trade 
of Central and South America should 
move through southern ports. This 
foreign trade in 1909 amounted to more 
than two billions of dollars, less than 
10 per cent of which was with the 
United States. This business is logic- 
ally ours, and the Panama canal will 
help us secure it 


Pig ion. 


Pig fron production in 1909 was 
2,801,000 tons, which is but little in- 
crease over the past few years. The 
south now is unable to consume an in- 
creasing production, and the freight 
rates will not permit extensive ship- 
ments north or west. While the pro- 
duction could easily be increased, it 
must be converted into steel products, 
which are now brought into the south 
from other sections, and which can 
just as easily be made from southern 
pig iron. The south, during April of 
this year, shipped 74,000 tons of steel 
rails to South America through south- 
ern ports, but it was due ‘to the fact 
that the order was so large it war- 
ranted the chartefing of a special 
steamer. Exports in small lots are 
not possible, for there are no regular 
steamship lines available. This brings 
up the subject of the future develop- 
ment of our water transportation facili- 
ties. Whether it shall be done by ship 
subsidy or a discriminating duty down- 
ward in favor of goods brought to this 
country in American ships, something 
should be done to imcvease our facill- 
ties and encourage the building . of 
American-owned vessels. 


Telephone. 


The development of the telephone 
throughout the south has been remark- 
able in the past few years, and grow- 
ing rapidly. One company, the South- 
ern Bell, has now in operation in seven 
South Atlantic states more than 300,000 
‘phones, representing an investment of 
$22,000,000, ang giving employment to 
more than 6,000 persons.

No feature of the south's development 
is more stfiking than the growth of 
her home insurance companies, ané in 
their continued development rests an 
important purchasing power for loca} 
securities. Five years ago there were 
but three life insurance companies 
which claimed the south as their birth- 
place; at the beginning of 1910 no less 
than forty companies were in opera- 
tion, every southern state having at 
least one home company. In 1909 thesé 
companies were carrying $228,000,060, 
and yet there was sent out of the 
south $58,000,000 to companies in other 
sections. Southern fire insurance com- 
panies now write but about 12 per cent 
of the total written in the south. It 
is estimated that in fire and life in- 
surance premiums there now flow out 
ef the south more than $100,000 0090. 
These premiums, or a very large part 
of them, are invested in securities ih 
the section to which they go, and in

the outside world, keeping them posted 
on politics, finances, market quotations 
and general information furnished by 
the modern newspaper, which is now in 
reach of all. A continued enlargement 
of this branch of the postoffice depart- 
mént is sure to be of even greater ben- 
efit in the fiext few years. Last year 
there were 46,000 R. F. D. routes in 
operation, 12,000 of which were in the 
south. Through the insistence of the 
postoffice department on proper main- 
tenanée of roads, and its co-operation 
with highway officials and good roads 
organizations in various states, there 
has been wonderful improvement in 
the roads of the country. Thousands 
of miles have been built and hundreds 
of millions of dollars have been spent. 
At the expiration two years ago of the 
old convict lease system, the state of 
Georgia decided to put its 5,000 con- 
victs to work building highways 
throughout the state, and Georgia to- 
day has some of the best roads to be 
found in the United States. 


Banking. 


Banking in the south has kept fully 
abreast of the ss of the nation. 
Its west ing capital is now $300,000,000, 
and individual deposits more than a 
billién goliars. The number of banking 
institutions ts four times that of 19¢0. 

Failures among southern bankers are 
exceedingly rare, and they are, as a 
rule, conducted upon &@ most conserva- 
tive basis. Frequent examinations by 
national and state authorities have 
thrown safeguards around the depos- 
itors. Hon. Leslie.M. Shaw, former sec- 
retary of the treasury, in emphasizing 
the small loss in the banking business 
&s céifipared with othér fiélds of <ém- 
“2 a man could 


have shut his eyes and purchased a few 
Shares of every new offer of bank stock 
he would have made more money and 
suffered less loss than in any other 
investment field known to man.” This 
is certainly true of the southern banks, 
and I believe it true of other sections. 


Agriculture. 


The southern farms this year will 
yield products amounting to nearly 
$2,600,000,000. The cotton crop and 
seed will bring approximately $1,000,- 
000,000, while its corn, oats, wheat, rice 
and tobacco wil] probably add another 
billion, leaving the balance to be made 
up from its poultry, dairy products, 
fruits, vegetables, hay, sugar, etc., 

One of the most significant things in 
a review of the agricultural develop- 
ment and prospects of the south is the 
increasing tendency to diversify her 
crops and raise more foodstuffs. This 
year the increase in the production of 
hay, corn and oats was nearly 25 per, 
cent over 1909. Having an altitude de- 
sired from sea level] to nearly 6,000 
feet, embracing practically eight cli- 
mates, the possibilities of varied prod- 
ucts of the soil are unlimited. It is 
second to no section in point of health.

Conclusion. 


While appreciating the limitless pos- 
sibilities which stretch out before the 
south, we do not underestimate the 
great progress and possibilities,of the 
other great and growing sections of 
our country, and we wish to co-operate 
with all in the general upbuilding of 
our nation. We believe that those of 
us who may have some influencé upon

gether and use our best efforts to see 
that if goes conservatively forward;

The success of a state in which ag- 

riculture is an important feature rests 
upon the small farmer. Upon fifty 
acres a man can raise and educate his 
family; a community of small farmers 
Ineans maximum production, good 
roads, churches, good schools, and ev- 
érything that tends to socia] improve- 
ment, while that section where large 
farms prevail they are falling behind 
in production and the general co-oper- 
ation for the betterment of the com- 
munity is. lacking. 
: Secretary Wilson recently’ said: 
‘Formerly many of the people had the 
impression that while the south was 
excellent for certain products, condi- 
tions were not so favorable for corn, 
hay and grass, which are based in the 
production of animals. Later investi- 
gation and demonstration have entire- 
ly disproved that theory.” ‘No better 
land for stock-raising can be found 
anywhere, and there is no question 
but that the south can produce hogs 
for bacon purposes as cheaply as they 
can be produced anywhere in the 
world.” 

The south in the next few years will 
develop into the winter market garden 
of the country. The people are now 
beginning to demand fresh vegetables 
and the supply will come from the 
south; also the cold storage egg will 
in a few years be a thing of the past, 
and the southern hen will be singing 
her lay in the sunshine of December: in 
Dixie, while her sisters are chilled to 
the bone in Chicago. 

The development in the future of the 
apple orchard is a subject of unusual 
interest. It is a remarkable fact that 
in 1896 the apple crop of the United 
States was 60,000,000 barrels and since 
that time the crop hag steadily de- 
creased until in 1909 it was only 22.- 
000,000 barrels, notwithstanding a good 
demand. In Oregon, apple orchards 
bring as high as $1,500 per acre, and 
yet in the south lands just as valuable 
for growing apples can be purchased 
for $20 per acre. 

The boll weevil, which has wrought 
such havoc to the cotton crop ever 
since it crossed the border of Mexico, 
is now no longer considered the pest 
it was at first supposed ‘to be. The 
eaericultural department has, by ex- 
periment, demonstrated that, by care- 
ful selection of seed, early plantin 
and thorough cultivation, a fair yield 
may now be assured. But the boll 
weevil has been a blessing in disguise. 
It has taused the farmer to diversify 
his crops, and I expect in the next few 
years to see the southern planter raise 
cotton a8 a secondary crop to his food 
supplies. Through the co-operation of 
Mr, 8. C. Knapp, of the department of 
agriculture. there have been organized 
Boys’ Corn Clubs in eleven southern 
states, with a membership of 46,000. 
Each boy is expected to cultivate one 
acre of corn under expert direction, A 
prize was awarded to the winner in 
each state, offered in several states by 
the bankers’ associations, and eleven 
prize winners will be given a free trip 
to Washington this week as their re- 
ward, and receive a certificate of merit 
from the secretary of agricuiture. As 
these boys raised from 83 to 228 bush- 
els of corn per acre, whereas the aver- 
age throughout the south is less than 
20 bushels, it can readily be seen what 
& powerful influence their knowledge 
and experience will exert on the corn 
production of the south in the future. 


Minerals. 


In 1907 the south mined 100,000,000 
tons of coal, and it was estimated at 
the beginning of 1908 that there was 
an available supply of 600,000,000,000 
tons. 

B on the production of iron ore 
in 1907, there is an available supply 
sufficient for the next 411 years. 

Oil at the rate of 27,000,000 barrels 
is being produced, and sufficient to last 
at least 25 years from known fields.

FOR PRESIDENCY

from a standpoint of party expedi- 
ency, Justice Hughes would be alto- 
gether available and. perhaps. the 
strongest man who could be placed 
at the head of the national ticket. 

The argument is advanced that Mr. 
Hughes will not have been on the 
bench long enough to have been for- 
gotten as a politician; that his 
strength before the people has been 
demonstrated by his erection and re- 
election as governor of New York, and 
that his ability as a campaigner of 
exceptional 
contest of 1908. 

Hughes an Effective Spellbinder. 

Much is made of this last point. It 
is recalled that the then Governor 
Hughes was the most effective spell- 
binder that took the stump to help 
elect President Taft. He wags in great 
demand, especially throughout the mid- 
dle west, and wherever ne spoke the 
party managers speedily discovered 
that he had done great good. Gov- 
ernor Hughes was the principal speak- 
er at the formal opening’ of the 1908 
campaign at Youngstown, Ohio, and 
the speech he delivered on that oc- 
casion was a memorable one. More 
copies of it were circulated by the re- 
publican national committee than of 
any other campaign document save the 
address of Mr. Taft accepting the 
presidential nomination. 

It is also recalleg that at the begin- 
ning of the campaign some |ittle doubt 
was expressed as to the impression 
Hughes would make west of the Alle- 
ghanies, but that after tne Youngs- 
town meeting all such doubt was dis- 
pelled. He had scored an instantane- 
oug hit, and throughout the campaign 
he was the big drawing card of the 
republicans. 

Hughes Pleasing to Both Factions. 

There is the further argument that 
Mr. Hughes is progressive enough to 
suit that wing of the repuDlican party, 
and not too much so to frighten off 
the conservatives. And this argument 
counts for much with the practical 
politicians among the party leaders. 
They realize that a candidate who 
cannot command the support of the 
progressive and tmdependent vote of 
the country stands little chance of 
winning the next presidential race, and 
the practical politicians always want 


power was shown in the| 


conservatives, and that is true. In 
fact, the first gossip of this kind that 
filtered through to tl press came 
from a source extremely close to Sena- 
tor Aldrich. It may be that the sena~ 
tor from Rhode Island has heard noth- 
ing of the incipient Hughes boom, 
and that he has had nothing whatever 
to do with it, but his friends have been 
doing the quiet gossiping that has 
given it form and substance. The 
day after the president’s judicia] ap- 
pointments were sent tn a group of 
republican representatives on the floor 
of the senate discussea the idea of 
making Hughes a presidential candi- 
date two years hence, and they were 
all conservatives. One or two eastern- 
ers who are more or less progressive 
have subscribeg to tne proposition 
that the new associate justice would 
be an exceedingly strong candidate to 
nominate, but western progressives 
have either heard little or said little 
about it. 

, Little Open Hostility to Taft. 

Little of open hostility to President 
Taft has been expressed.. Instead, the 
point has been made that the president 
may decide himself to step aside and 
not seek a second term, and it seems 
to be generally concedeg now that if 
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the president is disposed to claim a re- 
nomination and put up a fight for it, 
he can have it, and have it without 
opposition save such as may come from 
the extreme progressives. It is ap- 
parent, however, that the men who are 
talking Hughes will not urge Presi- 
dent Taft to stand for a verdict of 
popular approval at the polls. 

Back still further behind this pre- 
liminary grooming of Hughes for the 
presidential running is a purpose on 
tue part of certain crafty eastern re- 
publicans to preclude the possibility 
of former President Roosevelt's loom- 
ing up too big in the politics of the 
next two years. Roosevelt is in con- 
trol of the New York organization. He 
has been placed in the Down-and-Out 
Club by most of the utra-conserva- 
taves, but they want to make sure that 
he retains his membership in that 
club. With® no other New Yorker in 
the field, it might’ be comparatively 
easy for Colonel Roosevelt to corral 
the New York delegation to the next 
republican national convention, ang it 
seems to be the consensus of opinion 
among the conservatives that there is 
no New Yorker in sight who could 
forestall that save possibly Justice 
Hughes. It is urged that it would be 
easier to make a fight tn New York 
for Hughes against Roosevelt than for 
Taft, and that the prospects of suc- 
cess would be far brignter.

These republicans were unabie 
to understand why President Taft 
could not find a republican for the 
highest judicial honors within his gift, 
instead of a Bourbon democrat of the 
old school. * ithout disparaging Jus- 
tice White’s judicial learning and fit- 
ness for the post, they contended that 
the honor should have gone to a re- 
publican, and the fact that the ap- 
pointment of Justice White was speedi- 
ly confirmed by the senate is far from 
conclusive evidence that it pleased the 
majority members of the upper branch 
of congress. 

Taft Leaning toe Progressives. 


Moreover, there is a feeling among 
the conservatives that President Taft, 
whose record of performances up to 
that time had met with their approval, 
is teaning a trifle too far In the direc. 
tion of the progressives, and in sup- 
port of this it is pointed out that the 
appointments to the supreme court, 
to the court of commerce and to the 
interstate commerce commission made 
on Monday wil] probably make these 
bodies progressive rather than con- 
servative when they come to pass on 
the questions of tremendous import- 
ance to the business interests of the 
country that will be put up to them.

Georgia Makes Progress 
in Secondary Education. 


Professor Stewart Has Just Re- 
turned From Tour of State, 
and Reports Towns Spending 
Much Money to Improve 
Their High Schools. 


Athens, Ga., December 17.—(Special.) 
Professor Joseph S. Stewart, in charge | 
of the work in secondary education at ' 
the University of Georgia, has recently | 
completed his second tour through | 
Georgia, inspecting the schools which | 
are accredited under the system in‘: 
effect in this state. His first trip 
through the northeastern part of the | 
state was finished some weeks ago, and,, 
the report was published generally. : 
This last trip took him into the middle | 
and south Georgia section, and he has ' 
several interesting reports from the 
high schools in these places. 

What Professor Stewart Says. ‘ 

He says: 

**“Rome, 


Ga., is planning to spend: 
$100,000 on improved school buildings 
during 1911-12. 

“Hearn Academy, Cave Springs, has! 
recently completed an $8,000 addition 
to that plant to be used for recitation 
purposes. | 

“Villa Rica is maintaining a four-, 
year to its high school course, and: is 
a district tax next year and improve 
the. school building. : 

“Douglasville has added a fourth 
year to its high school aourse, and is | 
planning several improvements for the ' 
new year. The town voted for water | 
bonds last month. The next improve- ; 
ment will be a smnew school building 
about 1912, 

“Marietta has outgrown the large 
public school building erected about 
eighteen years ago, and plans are be- 
ing made for a vote on bonds for 
$20,000 to erect a high school building 
in 1911-12. That town has a well-at- | 
tended four-year high school and badly | 
needs a new building. 

“Piedmont Institute at Rockmart, a 
high school supported by the Methodist 
church, has been much improved, and 
is now running a four-year course. The 
town of Rockmart has separated the 
seven grades from the institute proper 
and proposes to levy a tax for school 
purposes and erect a grade building. 
The institute will take care of the high 
school pupils and its boarding students. 

“The Boys’ High School, Atlanta, has 
added a fourth year. This school gives 
about the best training in literary so-. 
clety work in the state. Everybody is 
required to declaim once a month and 
to debate once a month. In four years | 
they become quite at ease on debate. ' 
The result is that every Atlanta man. 
can sustain himself in public meetings. : 
More schools should follow the exam- | 
ple of the Atianta high school. 


In South Gorgta. 


“Vienna has the best high school in 
its history. It has outgrown the pres-| 
ent building. The fact ts that Vienna ' 
has let all the towns along the G. S. & 
F. R. R. surpass her in school buildings. 
The shcool has 75 pupils from Dooly 
county in attendanc. ‘he town ought 
to vote bonds for a $20,000 building. 1 

“Cordele five years ago built a $20,-: 
000 school house. This year it was' 
found necessary to vote bonds for a: 
$10,000 high school annex. When this! 
building is completed the fourth grade} 
will be added and a good laboratory. ' 
The principal has had two sets of par- | 
allel bars and six horizontal bars of: 
different heights placed on the schoo!’ 
ground. They have a basketbal] court. 
also. The same text-books are used in| 
the town high schoo] and in the two' 
rural high schools. Pupils from the 
rural schools can thus complete their 
course at Cordele. The county levies 
a tax of two mills for educational pur- 
poses. This, with the state funds, 
fully meets all expenses. The county 
should offer to pay the tuition of pu- 
pils tn the country that desire to at- 
tend the high schoo) at Cordele after 
getting all they can at their home 
school. The new building will meet 
the demands of the county for the 
higher grades. 

“Ashburn has just completed one of 
the prettiest and best arranged sepa- 
rate smal! high school buildings in the 
state, probably the best in a town of 
that size. It cost $13,000. The physics 
laboratory has been provided. The 
ladies of the town have raised $500 
for the domestic sctence equipment 
and are now at work for $500 for the 
shop equipment for the boys. The 
ladies offer a $75 scholarship annually 
to the ranking student of the graduai- 
ing class who attends college. Rarely 
do we find the ladies co-operating so 
well with the school as here. Ashburn 
can easily provide high school training 
for the whole county for some years. 
The two boards ought to work to- 
gether. Turner county will have to 
vote a local tax soon. Four of the 
adjoining counties have a county tax 
and their rural schools are showing 
the good effect of longer terms and 
better paid teachers.

London, December 117.—(Special.)— 
With the practical ending of elections 
today, there are only One or two con- 
stituencies still to vote, the question 
as to what will be done toward settling 
the constitutional questions involved in 
the election comes up for answer. 

The liberals, nationalists and labor- 
ites came out with a majority of 126, 
just 2 more than they had in the last 
election. And the next move is up to 
Prime Minister Asquith. . 

In the opinion of well-informed ob- 
servers, Mr. Asquith must push his 
veto measure, and when it is turned 
down. by the house of lords, as it will 
undoubtedly be, he must put the ques- 
tion squarely up to King George, with 
a demand that a sufficient number of 
new peers be created to pass the bill. 
If the king grants the demand, it is 
probable that the lords will recede, and 
the new peers will not be needed. If he 
should refuse, Asquith could either re- 
sign or, by a combination of the mod- 
erates of both parties, carry on the 
government. 

Veto Measure to Go the Limit. 

The probability is so strong that it 
is almost a certainty that the veto 
measure will be pushed to the limit. 
Not only will the Irish nationalists and 
laborites insist on this, but a majority 
of the liberals also strongly favor it. 

There is a good deal of talk of 
further conferences and compromises, 
but it is to be noted it comes almost 
entirely from the unionist side. One 
of the most moderate of the unionists 
insists that the entire extent of the is- 
sue should be dealt with immediately by 
a representative body having the confi- 
dence of the nation to an extent not 
enjoyed by the “council of eight,” and 
declares that “this is the view of all 
sensible persons not blinded by the 
prejudice of birth or the passion of 
socialism.,”’ 

He warningly contends there must 
be “large concessions and big sacri- 
fices in both practice and principal.” If 
the kingdom is to avoid this, it would 
need but a few more blunders and a lit- 
tle more obstinacy to expand into a 
blood-red catastrophe. 

This opinion carries all the more 
weight because expressed by a sharp 
critic of Mr. Balfour, who also is sup- 
posed to be in favor of a new con- 
ference with a broader base of au- 
thority.

TAFT TAKES UP 
POTASH DISPUTE 


President Receives Geor- 


- gla Delegation. 


The Executive Assured Con- 
gressmen That His Sympathy 
Was With Southern Planter. 
Retaliatory Measures Pro- 


posed. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 17.—(Special.) 
Senator Terrell) called at the white 
house today in company with Repre- 
sentatives Adamson, Roddenbery and 
Lee and discussed at length with Pres- 
ident Taft the potash dispute with 
Germany, about which they have been 
in conference with the state depart- 
ment. ' 

While President Taft gave no intima- 
tion as to what the administration ex- 
pected, or hoped, or planned to accom- 
plish, he did assur ethem that he sym- 
pathized with their efforts to secure 
lower priced fertilizers for the south- 
ern farmers. 

Among the retallatory measures pro- 
posed on behalf of America is one to 
request, or by congressional] resolution 
direct the president. to apply to Ger- 
man imports the maximum rates per- 
mitted under our tariff law. This 
would simply pile further burdens 
upon the importer of potash, for he 
would have to pay the German tax 
and the added American tax ag well. 
Another proposal is to tax exports of 
cotton. The widespread demoraliza- 
tion of the cotton trade that would 
ensue, the fact that the balance of 
trade with Germany is on. our side, 
would cause this step to be met with 
a howl. 

A third proposal is to carry the con- 
troversy, involving $42,000,000, to Thies 
Hauge for arbitration. 

Terrell Talks of Situation. 

Senator Terrell says: “We will have 
another conference next week with of- 
ficials of the state department acd try 
to agree upon some line of policy. The 
problem is a perplexing and many- 
sided one, and must be ap; orached cars 
fully. We have been led to be'ieve 
that the administration will attempt 
by all possible means to secure for 
the southern farmers relief fiom this 
tax. The penalty imposed by Germany 
doubles the price at which American 
firms contracted to buy their potas! 
supplies.’ 

Representative Adamson said: 
“Agents of the Germany potash syndi- 
cate claim to sell potash as cheaply 
as ever. That may be all true, but thi» 
American independents closed contracts 
with mines that were not in the Ger- 
many syndicate, at a price that wou:d 
have enabled them to sell very mucli 
lower than the syndicate. The tax was 
put on for the purpose of sustaining 
syndicate prices. The presumptign is 
that if the American firms had bougiit 
more cheaply, they would have sold 
more cheaply. The presumption cer- 
tainly is that they cannot sell more 
cheaply than the syndicate when they 
have to pay a tax amounting to 100 
per cent of the value of the potash 
they bought. 

“Even if the tax money already 
paid for this year’s supply cannot be 
refunded to every farmer who has 
bought his fetilizers, a repeal of the 
tax would help the farmer for the next 
six years, during which time the con- 
tracts already made are to run.”

New York, Decemper 17.—Today’s 
brief session on the stock exchange 
may be dismissed with the bold state- 
ment that business during the greater 
part of the two hours was almost at 
a standstill.

general. While the totals of domestic 
trade are faiiing more month by 
month, there is a steady increase in 
the size of ovr trade with other coun- 
tries. This shows in the November reéec- 
ord of exports of $208,000,000 which has 
seldom been approached. W heat 
exports since July 1 are only 
about half those of a year ago, or 56,- 
000,000 bushels, as against 89,000,000 
bushels, but there is a considerabie 
ain in.the shipment of corn, although 
ts actual money value is small. Com- 
ing to manufactured articles, we find 
the surplus capacity of many of these 
plants being used in competition with 


European goods, which explains some 
of the large monthly export figures.

While selling more abroad, the 
country is buying kss. Its imports in 
November were $10,000,000 under those 
of the same month of 1909. The resuit 
is a credit of very substantial nature, 
against which this country will soon 
be able to ask payment in gold. this 
credit balance in the last two months 
has been $160,000,000. It would not b* 
surprising if it amounted to $300,000,- 
000 for the four months to Februar) 1. 
As the feeling of economy spreads ihc 
monthly: imports will ecrease, but 
thene is no reason why, for some time 
yet, there should not be a highly sus- 
tained average of exports. 

Under these circumstances the ques- 
tion of money supply resolves itself 
into that of totals only. It is on this 
foundation that the, panking interests 
who finance railroads and industrial 
enterprises are building their hopes 
of a period of profitable distribution 
of bonds in the early part of next 
year. 

The railroads reflect the irregular 
conditions of trade in very good gross 
gains in some sections and very poor 
returns in others. The net results are 
also varied. Of fifty prominent rail- 
roads that have made their reports 
for the four months to October 21, 
thirty of them show net losses as 
against 1909 and twenty have made 
gains. 

Days of Large Profits Over. 

Many railroad managers believe 
that tLe day of large transportation 
profits is passed and that a road that 
earns 7 per cent on its capitalization 
in the future will be fortunate. To 
many others clouds or government 
ownership float over them ang re- 
stricts their policies for development. 

No one can listen to the private talk 
of railroad managers or to the ques- 
tions propounded at the hearings in 
this city this week of the railroad se- 
curities commission without being 
keenly alive to the possibility of gov- 
ernment ownership or authority over 
ratiroads, which eventually must 
amount to government control. It is 
because of these deep undercurrents 
and of fear of revolutionary changes 
in business methods that the trade is 
quiet. although it must be said that 
fear of such things would have much 
less, and possible little, effect had not 
a week set of economic conditions, 
such as exhausted capital supplies, 
high cost of living, high labor and ad- 
verse balance of trade and land specu- 
lation, first produced a reaction.

The National Gin- 
ners’ Association of Friday gave out a

12th of December, 10,617,000 bales. 
Bullish as this report was, it failed to 


|stir up much trading. 


In the spot market, prices showed 
no change, middling being quoted at 
14% the week reer gr against 14% 
last week and 151-16 this week last 
year.

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TENDENCY OF PRICES 
UPWARD IN COTTON OIL 


Tradeis Who Predicted 


_ ~ LowerPricesTakeMore 


Favorable View. 


' New York, December 17.—(Special.) 
An improved class of buying was noted 
im the loca) cotton oil market during 
the past week and the tendency of 
prices was upward, although there was 
no very pronounced demonstration. The 
better realization of a small cotton 
¢erop had a lot to do with the change 
in feeling in oi) circles, and aside froin 
this, an advance in larg took place 
and the packers bought heavily of oleo 
stearine in the west, whtch was taken 
as an indication of improved condi- 
tions in the compound tard trade. Alto- 
gether, the week’s developments were 
of bullish significance and traders, 
who had lately been forecasting ma- 
terially lower prices, were inclined to 
take a more favorable view of the 
genera] situation. 

The continued strength of crude oil 
in the south is having an important 
influence on the refined oil. market. It 
will be remembered that late last 
month and early this month, a con- 
certeg attack was made on refined 
prices in an effort to shake down 
erude oil. Refined prices yielded un- 
der the pressure, but only a few scat- 
tered tanks of crude oll came on the 
market and the mills proved they were 
able to take care of their holdings 
regardiess of the fluctuations in re- 
fined prices. There were many promi- 
nent traders who believed the crushers 
were overloaded with supplies and that 
offerings woulg eventually increase at 
the expense of prices. The action of 
erude oil last week put at rest the 
theories of a break in prices, tem- 
porarily at least. 

Reports indicate that some of the 
leading packers and soapmakers pur- 
chased about all the crude oil offerings 
at 46% early in the week, which was 
an advance of nearly 1 over the previ- 
ous price. The enhanced values of 
crude oil have placed the commodity 
nearer a parity with refined and local 
bearish operators lost considerable 
eonfidence in their position. It was 
claimed that if the market was not 
low enough to buy for a pull, it was 
too low to sell. This uncertainty has 
trader pretty 
much at sea and the @isposition with 
this class of operator was to restrict 
transactions and await future develop- 
ments. 

Most of the week's buying orders 
were executed through brokers who 
are usually identified with manufac- 
t interests. The purchases were 
mot heavy, but there was a persistent 
demand for small quantities which 
@ave color to the opinion that con- 
sumers are not going to carry any 
sizable lots over the turn-of the year. 
It is believed by many that next month 
will see a vast improvement in trade 
conditions. A fair estimate can then 
of the actual oll supply and 
« conditions will have crystal- 
lized so that buyers can operate with 
more fidence. 
reet and other outside inter- 
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ests have continued to purchase the 
distant futures on any weak spots and 
it is generally believed that consider- 
able oil is held for late spring and 
summer delivery. These deliveries have 
ruled comparatively firm throughout 
the season and have been the first to 
respond to any favorable development. 
In certain local quarters, however, 
there is an entire lack of confidence in 
the future movement of the May posi- 
tion. A leading dealer offered to make 
a fat wager that May would sell at 
7c before the opttion expired. Another 
daler offered to bet the option would 
cross 8c before June 1. Neither propo- 
Sition was accepted. 

The demand for export account has 
remained fairly active and additional 
sales have been made over a widely 
distributed area. Marseilles has been 
more of a factor of late, while Genoa, 
Hamburg and Rotterdam have bought 
rather freely, the north of Europe 
talking more butter and white ol] than 
other descriptions. South America has 
purchase quite freely of cased oil, 
as have also the West Indies. The 
combined movement from this port for 
the week amounted to 13,917 barrels. 
The heaviest importations consisted of 
soy bean oll, but it is understood that 
these were for the linseeed oil and not 
the cotton ol] trade. 

Buyers have accepted the higher 
views of the crushers and sales of 
crude oil have been made at 46% but 
after the mills realized that buyers 
had agreed to pay the enhanced price 
there was an attempt to further boost 
the market and the asking price was 
run up to 47c. At the close, the mar- 
ket was more or less nominal between 
46 and 47c.

Alden Freeman, of East Orange, one of 
the richest socialists in this country, 
through the death of his father, Joel 
Francis Freeman, formerly treasurer of 
the Standard Oil Company, is planning 
to use his wealth to promote free 
thought.

Emma Goldman to lecture before an 
East Orange audience. There was such 
a row that the hall was closed to the 
anarchist and the lecture was given 
in Mr. Freeman’s stable. 

“Emma Goldman's theories are di- 
rectly opposed to yours, are they not?” 
Mr. Freeman was asked. 

“Not at all,” he replied. “I find that 
the two philosophies are complentary. 
By the time we have converted the 
world to socialism no great amount of 
governmental machinery will be nec- 
essary, for the fraternal feeling will 
be so strong that all associations and 
combinations of men and women will 
be voluntary. 

“Emma Goldman is doing a useful 
work. No one can hear her speak 
without having a tendency to think. 

“I believe in freedom of speech. If 
they stop Emma Goldman today, what 
can prevent them from stopping me 
tomorrow? ‘There is no danger in her 
views or anyone’s views. There is 
more danger in suppressing them or 


not having any to suppress.”

Charity Work in Hospitals. 


In a recent edition of The Woman’s 
National, the story of the work of St. 
Louis club women at yuletide is told 
as follows: 

“Mrs. Harry Wagoner, chairman of 
the flower and book committee of the 
St. Louis Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, and her force of workers will 
play the part of Santa Claus to hun- 
dreds of invalids and unfortunates in 
the hospitals and institutions of St. 
Louis on Christmas day. Their gilts 
will range all the way from apples 
and jelly for the victims of tubercu- 
losis, to tobacco for the old men in 
the poor house. The women of the 
committee are working industriously 
and have enlisted the services of a 
hundred of more other women whose 
fingers are plying the needle fashion- 
ing garments or other gifts. The most 
unique gift is the ‘Santa Claus bag, 
which is made of cretonne or silk and 
contains seven packages, one for each 
day of the week following Christmas. 
In each package is an appropriate 
gift. About 300 of these bags will be 
sent out. There are nearly a thousand 
picture scrapbooks for the children in 
the various institutions. For three 
years the committee has given similar 
books to the children in the hospitals, 
ard it has been handed down as a sort 
of institutional tradition so that each 
year the little invalids hear from the 
nurses’ lips the story of the preced- 
ing Christmas, and the present inmates 
are already waiting for the books. 

“Some of the pictures used this year 
were sent to Mrs. Wagoner by a mem- 
ber of the American Woman’s League 
who is over 80 years old, and lives in 
an eastern town. 

“Not only at Christmas, but all 
through the year this committee con- 
tinues its work of cheer. During the 
Summer months a great basket is 
placed in the union station to receive 
the Monday morning offering of flow- 
ers which the suburban and country 
friends bring in, and which the women 
of the committee carry to the hos- 
pitals. For two years the managers 
of the chrysanthemum show at Si w’'s 
Garden have given them the beautiful 
“mums” at the close of the exhibition, 
and it is novel to see the great ‘vur- 
ing cars loaded with the flowers on 
their way to cheer the sick. The 
flower and book committee has become 
an established feature in St. Louis.”

Farmers to the Rescue. 
(From Success Magazine.) 

That the general high prices of re- 
cent months have been abnormal is 
suggested anew by the business situa- 
tion of the last few weeks. From just 
about the date when the government’s 
October crop report was issued there 
has been distinct and general better- 
ment. That report brought official 
confirmation of the fact that in a 
year of cropping conditions decidedly 
below the average, crops generally 
above the average had been produced. 
The explanation is easy; the change 
is due to the new, improved, scientific 
agriculture which so many agencies 
of progapanda have been exploiting. 
Prices of foodstuffs have been show- 
ing weakness, while general business 
has been improving ever since it be- 
came apparent that expectations of 
bad crops were to be happily disap- 
pointed. 

We have learned from experience 
that business tends to prove on ris- 
ing prices, and to suffer on sagging 
prices. This rule has been reversed 
this fall, because prices have been too 
high. The farmer has come to the 
rescue by raising a crop which started 
the downward movement. Necessaries 
of life have been declining, while

money and stocks have tended upward.

No Initiative by Crisp. 

Judge Crisp himself did not take 
the initiative and has made no effort 
in the direction of securing the honor- 
able post mentioned in the dispatch. 
In fact the only thing Judge Crisp 
himself knows about the movement 
Was contained in a letter received a 
few days ago from Congressman Brant- 
ley, of the eleventh district, asking 
him if he would accept the position if 
the Georgia delegation and other 
friends in the house secured a tender 
of it from the next speaker of that 
body. 

Judge Crisp had not given a posi- 
tive reply, but had requested further 
information, as such a change, of 
course, would be a matter of great 
concern and one that would require 
careful consideration, involving, as it 
would, the resignation of his position 
as judge of the city court here and 
the removal to Washington during a 
considerable part of the next two 
years, if not for a longer period in the 
event of a continuance of democratic 
contro] of the house, which is highly 
probable. 

Duties Not New to Crisp. 

The duties of the position would not 
be new to Judge Crisp and he would 
be amply qualified to fill them in a 
manner satisfactory to the speaker. 
who will doubtless be Hon. Champ 
C‘ark, of Missouri, and to the house 
rambership as a whole. For four 
years Judge Crisp held this post under 
his father, the late Speaker Crisp. This 
gave him a thorough acquaintance 
with the rules of the house, to be 
modified, to some extent, with the in- 
coming of the next congress, and 
made him an expert in the parliament- 
ary procedure governing that, the ger 

e 
world. His experience then would 
stand him in good stead now, and it 
would take but a very little brushing 
up to make an idea) house parifamen- 
tarian out of the Americus man. 

He Is Cool-Headed. 

Judge Crisp is cool-headed, and 
while filling the position before gave 
signal evidence of the fact that he not 
only thoroughly understands the pro- 
cedure governing the house sessions, 
but is quick to apply the rulings to the 
exigencies of the moment. His father, 
Speaker Crisp, was noted as a calm, 
authoritative presiding officer, and 
under his training and by a close 
study of the general parliamentary 
law as well as the specific rules of the 
house, the son became &n accepted au- 
thority. 

In addition to acting as a parlia- 
mentary adviser to the speaker, the 
position that may be tendered Judge 
Crisp carries with it the important 
duty of referring bills to their appro- 
priate committees unless this has been 
changed since Judge Crisp held the po- 
sition before. This requires an exact 
knowledge of the division of the work 
ef the house among the committees 
and is a very important feature ef the 
work the position entails. 

Carries Salary of $5,000. 

The position is now said to carry 
with it a salary of $5,000. Under 
Speaker Crisp it paid but $2,500. Judge 
Crisp was not prepared to say that he 
would accept the position if tendered 
him, as now seems highly probable, but 
it is bellevead that he would do so if 
the salary has been increased to the 
extent mentioned, as the expenses of. 
living in Washington have grown 
enormously since his father’s adminis- 
tration, and the old salary would now 
be a meager compensation. 

Under Speaker Cannon the position 
is held by Asher Hinds, who was elect- 
ed to congress in November from one 
of the Maine districts.

Careful, cautious, conservative and 
safe; in fact, a veritable balance wheel 
of the general council of Atlanta, is 
the Hon. John W. Grant, alderman 
from the sixth ward. 

I have been moved to pay this trib- 
ute to Alderman Grant because he 
has, during the past year, steered At- 
lanta’s finanoijial ship throygh turbu- 
lent water and breakers, and steered 
her safe and sound into port, and be- 
cause he will be again called upon to 
take the financial helm next year when 
there will be required a steady hand 
and good eye to guide the ship. 

In calling Alderman Grant the 
“council’s balamce wheel,” I do not 
mean to reflect in any manner upon 
the other members of the general 
council. I call him the balance wheel 
because there have been times in mu- 
nicipa] affairs when undue excitement 
was caused by the quixotic’ impulses 
of public opinion, and times when men 
are prone to act unwisely because they 
act too hastily. On numerous occa- 
sions has Alderman Grant brought 
to a balance and happy medium con- 
tentions that were either too radical 
or too conservative. 

Some of Mr. Grant’s Terse Expressions. 

Those who have been in touch with 
Alderman Grant during the time he 
served as councilman and alderman 
will recall how frequently he has 
been heard to use such expressions 
as the following: 

“Now, just let me clearly catch your 
point.” 

“I think we ought to take a little 
more time to think this matter over.” 

“I may not be as fast as some peo- 
pie, but I want to be slow enough to 
be always sure.” 

“I think it the part of wisdom for 
us to thoroughly thresh this whole 
matter out.” 

I give these expressions because 
they have often been used by Alder- 
man Grant im one form or another and 
are indicative of the manner in which 
he looks into all affairs before he 
acts. 

It was left te Alderman Grant to 
revolutionize the road laws of Atlan- 
ta, and after he had gotten the neces-

sary ordinances passed to regulate 
travel and traffic on the streets, he 
had published at his own expense 
pamphlets containing all the regula- 
tions. Every driver in the city was 
soon conversant with the road laws 
and thereby much !Inconvenience was 
avoided and doubtless many persons 
saved from serious accident. 

A Principle for Which He Fights. 

A principle for which Alderman 
Grant has contended, and is contend- 
ing at the present time, is that it is 
unwise to change the salary of any 
official during his term of office. He 
holds that to change a salary during a 
term of office is to fix that salary 
for the special benefit of a certain 
person and not to fit tne office. He 
also holds that when an election is 
held the salary is known .and it is 
wrong to change it after the election 
because such action might be an in- 
justice to other citizens who would 
have offered for the office hag they 
known the salary was to be increased. 

Alderman Grant has been faithful in 
his attendance upon all meetings of 
council and council committees and 
has given a great deal of his time to 
the city. He has done this when he 
is one of the busiest of Atlanta’s 
business men and when ft has often 
been at a personal sacrifice. For At- 
lanta to have men of his prominence 
in business and financta] circles to 
give his time to public affairs is 
greatly beneficial to the city’s in- 
terests. 

As is known, there was a big public 
movement started this year to get Al- 
derman Grant to run for mayor. He 
declined for business reasons. Had he 
consented to make the race he would 
have been elected without any trouble. 

These references to a valuable city 
official are not intended for the pur- 
pose of throwing a lot of bouquets at 
an official, but there are times when 
public men should be eulogized for the 
services they are rendering their 
country and their people, and if there 
ever was @ man in public life in At- 
lanta who deserves both the praise and 
the thanks of the people of the city, 
it is the Hon. John W. Grant, alderman 
from the sixth ward and balance whee] 
of the general council.

LaGrange, Ga., December 17.—(Spe- 
olal.)—Atlanta is figuring extensively 
in the working out of the plan to 
gridiron Troup county with good roads 
through bonds issued specifically for 
that purpose. 

A few days ago the Solomon-Nor- 
cross Company, engineers, of Atlanta, 
were retained to supervise highway 
construction under the $200,000 worth 
of bonds authorized. And now the 


lanta, have bought the entire issue of 
$200,000 & per cent twenty-five-year 
average road bonds at a handsome pre- 
mium, through the LaGrange Banking 
and Trust Company. 

Actual operations will be begun al- 
most immediately and a continuous 
program extending over a period of 
three years and involving the expen- 
diture of $500,000 on road improve- 
ment and extension is projected. That's 
how much in earnest the people here 
are regarding road improvement. 

‘One of the First Counties. 

Troup is among the first counties 
in Georgia to vote bonds for the ex- 
clusive purpose of road-building. 

It is numbered with the wealthiest 
counties in Georgia and its people are 
characterized by enterprise and quick 
business insight. That is why, when 
the bond issue was at first suggested, 
the idea caught hold rapidly in every 
militia district. 

Farmers and business men alike fig- 
ured out that transportation facilities 
comprise one of the first factors in 
the creation of wealth, the emhance- 
ment of property values and general 
development.

Every progressive community of the 
South has its trade body. The boards 
of trade, chambers of commerce, or 
merchants and manufacturers’ asso- 
ciagions, unite and conecntrate the 
forces of the community behind public 
movements. When anything is pro- 
posed that promises well for the com-- 
munity, they furnish the dynamic en- 


@rgy that makes it go. Their activi- 
ties: extend from entertainments of 


the distinguished visitor in town to 


to land a new enterprise, a, 


factory, or government building for 
the community. . 

The Chamber of Commerce in At- 
lanta, and the Progressive Union of 

w Orleans, are examples of the 
Splendid type of commercial organiza- 
tions which have sprung up in the 
south, and by their widespread activi- 
ties are promoting its industrial and 
civic progress. 

The National Commercial Congress. 

With the object of co-ordinating the 
work of these individual bodies, to 
unite them in support of a national 
movement to “interpret the south to 
itself and to the world,” the Southern 
Commercial Congress was organized. 

Washington, D. C., was selected as 
the base of operations, as being mid- 
Way between the developing south and 
the finanoclial strongholds of the east. 
From the national headquarters, in- 
formation and advertising matter 
bearing upon the resources and pos- 
@ibilities of the sixteen southern states 
is being continually broadcasted. 

Each individual commercial body. 
board of trade, chamber of commerce, 
or merchants and manufacturers’ asso 
ciation in the south is sending forth 
its call—strong or feeble, according to 
its powers. The Southern Commercial 
Congress is seeking to catch up these 
individual voices and unite them into 
One great chorus that will swell into 
the mighty diapason of progress. 

It is seeking to turn the enlightened 
attention of southerners inward, and 
the interested attention of outsiders 
toward the south and its boundless op- 
portunities for intelligent develop- 
ment. 

Co-operation is its watchword, pub- 
licity its cornerstone, and activity in 
the cause of the south its reason for 


being. 
Genesis ef the Movement. 

A group of southern commercial sec- 
retaries gathered in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., on August 12, 1908, and after 
spending the better part of a night in 
earnest review of the undeveloped 
wealth and power of the south, and

resolutions: 

“Whereas, the extraordinary re- 
gources of the south in water power, 
climate, agriculture, minerals and raw

“Whereas, economic forces are at 
work compelling the shortest possibl»

“Whereas, the development of the 
south means the permanent establish- 
ment of a materia) and patriotic civili- 
gation that shall make important con- 
tributions to the greatness of the whole 
United States, thus forming a com- 
pleter bond of union between all por- 
tions of our one great, undivided and 
indivisible country. 

“Therefore, the Southegn Commertia! 
Secretaries’ Association resolves to 
recommend to the commercial bodies 
of the south an immediate forward and 


united move to the end that a correc. 


valuation of the south may be real- 
ived. 

“We additionally recommend that 
the above bodies summon a southern 
commercial congress for the purpose 
of making authoritative utterance rel- 
ative to our resources and our out- 
look. 

‘We also recommend that this con- 
gress meet in Washington just prior 
to the important Nationa] Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, formed of delegates 
from ‘all important cities of the union 
~ “To give effect to these resolutions 
and to devise working plans, we rec- 
ommend the appointment of a commit- 
tee of one from each state represented, 
gaid committee to be organized this 


day. 
First Congress Mects. 

The first session of the Southern 
Commercial Congress was held in 
Washington on December 7, 8, 9, 1908. 
Tt was an unqualified success. Repre- 
sentatives of the south’s commercial. 
socia! and political interests were pres- 
ent in large numbers. The movement 
then launched was not political nor 
gectional, but was economic, nationa! 
in scope and broadly patriotic in de 
sign. It took as its inspiration the 
skiboleth coined by G. Grosvenor Dawe, 
the originator of the whole movement, 
“A greater nation through a greater 
south.”

S. W. Woodward is senior member 
of the firm of Woodward & Lathrop, 
the leading department store of Wash- 
ington. 

Edwin L. Quarles, of Petersburg, Va., 
secretary of the congress, is a young 
man of high character, culture and 
tried capacity.

Association of Rome is out for pub- 
licity all the time. The consequence 
is that important iron enterprises in 
connection with a new line of railroad, 
have come to that city. But the com- 
mercial organization ig not without 
imagination; for it has, in a recent 
booklet, made as picturesque a display 
of Rome as it is possible for printer's 
ink and photographers to make. One 
advantages that the Rome organization 
has ig that Wilson M. Hardy, the sec- 
retary, is actively in newspaper work, 
and uses the columns of his paper con- 
stantly for the Romans and a greater 
Rome than sits on the seven hills of 
the turbib Tiber. 

Down in the southeastern part of 
the state, the Board of Trade of Way- 
cross hag a very strong real estate 
tendency and by co-operation with 
some large real estate movements in 
the neighborhood of Waycross, is 
serving to attract much attention to 
that part of the state by those who 
want small acreage. So active is Way- 
cross and the real estate men of that 
vicinity that a number of places near 
by are getting some of the advantages 
of its advertising and are also grow- 
ing rapidly. Waycross, however, takes 
a broad view of this unearned incre- 
ment and keeps right on pulling for 
southeast Georgia. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Savan- 
nah, feeling seriously its nesponsibili- 
ty, takes earnest part in all rate ques- 
tions that act for and against Savan- 
rah. It goes on the theory that “bene- 
fits only come to fhose who go after 
them and get them,” and because of 
this Savannah is now ‘reaching “out 
successfully for freight’ far’ beyond 
what would be regarded as its natural 
zone: “Heaven helps them who help 
themselves” and its favors are seen in 
Savannah and its constantly increasing 
importance as a south Atlantic port. 


Alabama, 

The Chamber of Commerce of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., was one of the strong- 
est organized influences to bring about 
the creation of a greater Birmingham. 
It had also @ great deal to do with the 
defeat of the proposal to split Jeffer- 
son county in two for the benefit of 
Bessemer. The commercial organiza- 
tions of Birmingham are live proposi- 
tions because live men are in them. 
When it was proposed to put up a 
chamber of commerce building in Bir- 
mingham, decision and action went 
hand in hand; for several of the lead- 
ing men of the city jumpegd into auto- 
mobiles the same evening and made a 
vigorous canvass until late in the 
night, raising over $27,000 in one 
evening. They have since been dubbed 
the “Birmingham Night Riders.” 

The Commercial Club of Montgomery 
is now working to produce One strong 
organization out of a number of sepa- 
arate efforts; for there igs in Mont- 
gomery, in addition to the Commercial 
Club, a chamber of commerce, of small 
membership; a freight bureau, an ad- 
vertising league and @ retail merch- 
ants’ association. The feeling of that 
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development with the other two-thirds 
of the union.” 

Secretary Edwin L. Quarles, in de- 
tailing the progress of the movement, 
said: , 


“The two very general conceptions 
upon which the Southern Commercial 
Congress was based do not at al) dis- 
count the results already obtained 
through a variety of effort for the ad- 
vance of the sixteen states composing 
the southern sisterhood. The manage- 
ment of the Southern Commercial 
Congress had no disposition to deny 
the superlative gtatements of southern 
progress which are beginning to ap- 
pear frequently periodicals of 
national circulation. 

“Commercial organizations in south- 
ern cities, broad-minded individuals 
who were leaders of men, business 
corporations, transportation com- 
panies, the press and other forces 
within the south have even during the 
last decade wrought so wonderful a 
general development that no intelli- 
gent prophecy could err ag to the 
final result. But the justification of 
the Southern Commercial] Congress lies 
in the reasoning that if the voice of 
southern opportunity—lifted here for 
a little and there for a little—has be- 
gun to reach the national ear, how 
much farther can the cry be sent if 
it be a continuous and united cry. 

“If the resources and the natural 
conditions of the south have, since its 
convalescence, brought it thus far 
through the operations of individual 
business enterprises, and the efforts of 
commercial organizations in local ex- 
ploitation, how much more speedily 
can the south, through a co-operative, 
centralized agency, be awakened to an 
appreciation of itself, and the rest of 
the nation and the world be brought 
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to a satisfied knowledge of the truth 


concerning its advantages. 


“The Southern Commercial Congress 


is to be the lusty and continuous voice 
of southern opportunity, gelling from 
the one high hill; it is to be the 
medium through which all local ef- 
forts for prosperity can be unified for 
a greater self-appreciation and a more 
rapid inflow of people and money.

business men. It attempts to improve 
conditions in all the territory lying 
between one city and the next one—to 
cultivate the waste places as well as 
to assist in the more rapid building up 
of the populous communities.” 


Needs Paint, Plows, People. 


“The south needs paint, plows and 
people. It needs money, but that will 
come when we shall have secured these 
other things for the vast acreage of 
the productive lands of this great em- 
pire of sun and flowers. In the idea 
of creatin the Southern Commercial 
Congress there were discernible so 
many possibilities for the advance of 
commerce, industry, agriculture, edu- 
cation, civics and transportation of the 
south that when in its inecipiency it 
was presented to Theodore Roosevelt 
and members of his cabinet in the fall 
of 1908, it was received with an appro- 
bation that secured the co-operation of 
these men in the effort to bring it into 
being. , 

“The scope of the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress in regard to its methods 
can be only generaliy stated, but some- 
thing should be said in this connection 
along with the statements concerning 
its scope eas to purpose. 

“Tne financial support of the organi- 
sation is coming from voluntary sub- 
scriptions for annual membership and 
from donations for the genera] ex- 
pense of maintenance. It is a move- 
ment that is appealing to the loyalty 
and business interests of southern peo- 
ple, and its support depends upon a 
realigation of its value as an agency 
for the common goog of southern com- 
munities. 

“The two genera] methods by which 
the congress hopes to work out its 
purposes are publicity through printed 
matter and correspondence, and a 
Steater awakening among the people 
of the south through special commis- 
sioners, who shall visit the various 
communities, preaching the philosophy

cla] Congress, tn respect to its pur- 
pose, is therefore, to promote the 
prosperity of the south by the ex- 
ploitation of its wondrous combination 
of remarkable advantages. and at the 
same time to conduct an inspirational 
campaign among its own people. Its 
policy is co-operative activity at home 
and co-operative publicity abroad. The 
Southern Commercial Congress is, in 
short, de ‘gned to be a mammoth 
chamber of commerce, composed of 
and maintained by. the various local 
commercial associations, corporations, 
firms and individuals of the territory 
it serves. It does its utmost to en- 
courage and assist local organizations 
towar community gro But it 
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“The south ig probably growing 
faster than any other section of this 
country, and it will continue to grow, 
even by the present process of effort, 
which is not co-operative in any such 
way as the Southern Commercial Con- 
gress purposes to work. But the Con- 
gress conceives that a@ more rapid pro- 
cess wil] be furnished through the ma- 
chinery which it has set in motion.

committee assignments. There is com-| 


ing a stropg spirit of union in Mont- 
gomery; for its business men begin to 
realize the great future importance of 
the eity when the chaining and open- 
ing of the Coosa will bring minerals 
and power to the: very front door of 
Montgomery. The city has just con- 
structed a permanent dock and electri- 
cal elevator on the banks of the Ala- 
bama river so that freight may be unh- 
loaded at all stages and carried to the 
protection of the. shed on the top of 
the bank. This dock is made of rein- 
forced concrete and will prove a@imost 
indestructible. 

As Mobile was left almost complete- 
ly bottled up by the war, the old Board 
of Trade and the present Chamber of 
Commerce have always regarded as the 
most important part of their duty, 
persistent work for the channel in 
Mobile bay. This work gradually led 
to the formation of a joint rivers and 
harbor committee, made up of dele- 
zates from all organizations in the 
city. It has beén a wonderfully effec- 
tive force, resulting in the increase of 
the channe] depth, by government ap- 
priations, from 5% feet in ‘65 to 23 
feet at tee ee and more to come. 
Every additional foot gained has given 
Mobile an additional foothold on gulf 
commerce. All lines of promotion, in 
fact every city activity in Mobile, cir- 
cle around the channel and its main- 
tenance; for otherwise Mobile woulda 
be simply a way-station on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad 

In the wiregrass region of Alabama 
no town has shown a@ greater total 
growth than Dothan. Fifteen years 
ago it had less than a thousand in- 
habitants. Now, it has over ten thou- 
sand. These men, from many points, 
early understood the importance ‘%f 
organized effort and yet because 
they were from s0 many points, at 
least three failures Me back along the 
history of the present commercial 
club. The satisfactory thing is that 
failure and disintegration did not dis- 
courage this town with the scriptural 
name. When they did not succeed then 
they tried again. At last the commer- 
cial club appears to be a strong union 
of the best forces of the city as a re- 
sult of combined effort, In which the 
commercial club took active part, u 
railroad was finally conatrnucted from 
Dothan towards the gulf and !t now 
has direct connection with St. An- 
drews bay where, under the appro- 
priation carried in the present rivers 
and harbor bill, there will shortly be 
a deep entrance to one of the finest 
and deepest natural harbors along the 
gulf coast. St. Andrewg bay has al- 
ways had the cordial assistance of 
Dothan in its efforts to create port 
possibilities. 


Arkansas. 


The Arkansas Land Congress, which 
met in Little Rock in March last, was 
almost entirely an outcome of work by 
the commercial organizations of that 
state, led by a combined effort of all 
the commercial organizetions of Little 
Kock. These organizations have felt 
that some strong effort must be made, 
and made quickly, to prevent Arkan- 
sas from being overlooked in the great 
development coming to the south. Its 
‘peculiar riches in soil and in range of 
climate, together with the develop- 
ment taking place north and south of 
it, has brought the commercial ele- 
ments of Arkansas to realize that they 
must do something more than merely 
work, each for his own gain. Led by 
some of the strong elements in the 
state, the Land Congress is proving 
to be the first step towards wide- 
spread advertising of Arkansas. There 
are over forty organizations in t.ie 
state; some of them still small, but al) 
of them are liable to be stirred up to 
renewed activity and assurance through 
this co-operative movement s0 well 
begun in Little Rock. 

The work done by the bDusiness or- 
ganizations of Little Rock is along the 
lines of trade development and trans- 
portation improvement. The Business 
Men’s League of Hot Springs, on the 
other hand, devotes its strength to 
holding up the reputation of Hot 
Springs as a pleasant resort for the 
restoration of health. The Commercial] 
League of Fort Smith is one of activ- 
ity and enterprise, reaching out for 
the trade west of it. Through the 
spirit of its men this, which might be

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merely a frontier town, is, as a matter 
of fact, a town of very modern equip- 
ment, with well-paved streets, electric 
lights arid other progressive features. 


Florida, 


There is a feature of work carried 
on by the Jacksonville Board of Trade 
that is not at all showy, but is abso- 
lutely related to the permanent growth 
of Florida. It places its office and 
all its information at the disposal] of 
the people who have bought land in 
Floria without having seen it ‘n ad- 
Vance. It gives special care, through 
H. H. Richardson, the secretary, to 
these people to prevent them from be- 
coming discouraged when they first 
come into Florida, and hear from that 
unenlightened class 01 people who will 
“knock” farming opportunities to the 
Stranger. Many a worthy settler in 
the south has been saved through such 
work by the Jacksonville Board of 
Trade. The same organization takes 
interest in protecting the mercnants 
of Jacksonville from fake or purely 
unnecessary advertising schemes. H. 
H. Richardson is president of =the 
Southern Commercial Secretaries’ As- 
sociation, which will hold its next cqn- 
vention at New Orleans and take a 
trip to the Panam acanal. 

The Board of Trade at Miami has 
been an important element in the 
growth of that city; from nothing in 
1896, to its present importance in the 
development of Florida. The Board 
of Trade has been overwhelmed with 
inquiries regarding the dredging .nd 
opening of the Everglades to cultiva- 
tion, and much of the correct under- 
standing of that great state enterprise 
is due to the thoroughness with which 
the club has attended to all such in- 
quiries. The organization has been 
wise in this matter; for the develop- 
ment of the BHBverglades region willl 
make Miami grow in importance, which 
importance at one time seemed to be 
threatened by the extension of the 
Florida East Coast railroad beyond 
Miami. 

The Board of Trade of Apalachicola. 
at the mouth of the Chattahoochee 
river system, gives as much attention 
to publicity for the entire region north 
of it as it does to publicity for itself. 
As it recognizes its relation to the de- 
velopment of the country lying along 
the banks of the Chattahoochee and 
north of it, the board of trade has 
prepared as great an argument for the 
development of waterways opening on 
the gulf as has been made from any 
southern point in recent years. Much 
of this work has been led by Leland J. 
Henderson, who, in addition to being 
secretary of the board of trade, is also 
secretary of the Mississippi to Atlan- 
tic Inland Waterway Association. His 
arguments and efforts have been, in 
the highest degree, statesmanlike. 

Much interest has been added to the 
commercial work of Tampa by the re- 
cent consolidation of all the commer- 


tat efforts of the city into one strong 
board of trade. Willis B. Powéelil, for. 
merly a newspaper man, is now secre- 
tary. The organisation took active 
part in the great series of conventions 
and celebrations which filled Tampa 
with visitors from February 12 to 
February 26. The organization 
works heartily with all the coloniga- 
tion and agricultural] developments 
that have been so marked a feat ire 
in Hillsboro and Manatee counties in 
recent months and years. 

Down in St. Augustine the noard of 
trade gives strong aid each year to the 
Ponce de Leon celebration, which is 
an historic pageant, combining, in a 
picturesque manner, the great his- 
torical occurrences in the history of 
Florida. It is a pageant that is unique 
in its character and attracts crowds 
of visitors to the ancient landmarks 
that are an important part of the mod- 
ern St.Augustine. 

Pensacola. 

A pecullarity of some of the Florida 
organizations is the wise way in which 
they. specialize on the opportunities 
peculiar to the different localities. It 
might be said, with accuracy, that the 
commercial organization of Sanford 
thinks In terms of celery; the commer- 
cial organizati~n of Hastings thinks 
in terms of potatoes, and so on in all 
various parts of the state. All of 
them, however, are giving great at- 
tention to road improvements, as they 
realize that all talk of development is 
rendered futile unless the rich farming 
possibilities of Florida become accessi- 
ble through modern surfaced roads. 

The greatest asset of Pensacola, Fia., 
has been its deep-water harbor, and 
for many years there was a tendency 
on the part of the city to expect this 
advantage to make the city grow with 
but slisht individual effort. Under the 
inspiration of the chamber of com- 
merce, there has come a change of view, 
and the business men of Pensacola are

combine to give the state a command- 
ing commercial position in the ultimate 
development of the gulf region. 

The Progressive Union of New Or- 
leans recently showed its adaptability 
to circumstances by 
office force to an aviation meet; real- 
izing that the air control by Paulhan 
had its value to the city in attracting 
a great number of visitors from out of 
town. The Progressive Union is as 
elastic an organization as there is in 
the south, and, in order to make its 
work permanent and continuous, it is 
now putting into effect a bureau sys- 
tem whereby each great feature of its 
work will be assigned to a bureau, un- 
der a responsible bureau chief.

It is making a great effort to 
foster the study and use of the Spanish 
language in New Orleans so as to cre- 
ate a sense of at-homeness when busi- 
ness men from South America come to 
New Orleans for trade. Mr. Trezevant 
is secretary of the Southern Commer- 
cial Secretaries’ Association, and tis 
now working for a Panama trip for 
the secretaries of the south and the 
Washington correspondents of the na- 
tion’s papers. 


Missisaipp!i. 

The city of Hattiesburg has had a 
very rapid growth, owing to the tre- 
mendous sawmill development in the 
Vicinity. The disappearance of orig- 
inal timber is confronting Hattiesburg 
with a fight for existence and the com- 
mercial organization of that city has 
been giving much recent attention to 
the problem of cut-over lands, and 
there is coming into existence a sen- 
timent in favor of pulling all these 
lands in a great company so0 as to 
have funds sufficient to carry on from 
Hattiesburg itself a very vigorous ad- 
vertising campaign, 

The problem of Gulfport has been 
to keep pace with itself, and it is a 
very young town and has grown g0 
rapidly that the maintenance of a 
civic feeling began its most important 
problem. The Commercial Union of 
Gulfport has been turning a great deal 
of its attention to civic matters and 
has stood on its side of improved 
streets, lighting, city control and all 
those features that are necessary for 
the maintenance of order and prog- 
ress. The men of Gulfport are from 
all parts of the country, and the Com- 
mercial Union has taught each of 
them the way to work together for a 
greater total success. The organiza- 
tion has aided Captain J. T. Jones in 
realizing his dream of making a great 
poe the yee Fe where actually no

The commercial organization of Me- 
ridian, Miss., is a fine example of the 
great influence that can be exerted in 
a city by a union of business men. 
Meridian has kept on growing and ad- 
vancing in modern appearance because 
the business, organization of the city 
worked in All harmony with the city 
Officials. Ferhaps it ought to be stated 
the other way. At any rate. the Me- 
ridian of ten years azo could not be 
recognized as the Meridian of today. 
Business blocks have risen almost 
like magic because the business men 
seeing together, looked beyond the 
stump land to an !mportant commer- 
cial center. 


Missouri. 

The Business Men’s League of St. 
Louls, Mo., is an example, among all 
the organizations affecting the south, 
of concentration of purpose combined 
with variety of effort. The concen- 
tration of purpose shows itself in be- 
ing “for the Mississippi valley all the 
iime;"" the variety of effort is shown 
in aiding every movement related to 
the development of the Mississippi 
valley. When the Taft flotilla started 
down the Mississippi valley last fal] a 
large proportion of the represeata- 
tives present were members of the 
Business Men’s League. When the 
great Chicago-to-the-gulf meeting 
was held in Chicago the year before, 
again the Business Men's League of 
St. Louis was prominent in numbers 
and in influence. By reason of its 
membership it touches every walk of 
business life in the whole city, and 
consequently, directly or indirectly, 
has some relation to all movements 
of progress going forward so strong- 
ly in St. Louis. It is for the tgee-lined 
boulevards which will give a great 
driving route skirting the city: it is 
for the balloon meéets that have be- 
come an annual event: it is for the 
home parks and city beautifying: it 
is for the new bridge crossing the Mis- 
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sissippi to link up the trolley system 
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois with the 
trolley sysiem south and west of &t. 
Lo The secretary, W. F. Saunders, 
is as skilifn} a publicity man as there 
is found In the clever group of men 
who are directing organized commer- 
clal efforts throughout the whole 
south. 
North Carolina. 

Ashevifie has fame as a health and 
pleasure resort, but this fame has only 
come through skillful advertising and 
pleaseq visitors. In this matter of 
pleasing visitors, the board of trade 
has always taken prominent part, 
whether the visitors were individuals 
or organiations as represented in con- 
ventions. An outgrowth of the board 
of trade has been a league of men who 
devote personal attention to highway 
conditions so as to render accessible to 
visitors, without too much effort, the 
beauties of the region. Asheville was 
the place where the Sout rn Appa- 
lachian Gooq Roads Convention was 
held in the fall of 1909. This was an 
organized movement under the lea _ r- 
ship of the state geologist, Dr. Joseph 
Pratt, to bring the five states of 
North Carolina, South Ca na, Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee and Ge- *-, into an 
organized campaign “@. i: up tm- 
proved mountain roads %.. 8 to bring 
into existence about thre. hundred 
miles of scenic routes that will make 
of the southern Appalachian the south- 
ern playground of the nation. 

The chamber of commerce of Hick- 
ory has as the slogan of its work, 
“Hickory Does Things.” The town has 
rapidly grown to a population of 7,500. 
the organtiation - gives attention in 
two directions—the development of 
farm lands around it, and the later 
utilization of the electrical power to be 
produced by the Catawba river, four 
miles away. It is as sincere and honest 
an organized effort as can be found in 
the south, ang it attends strictly to 
business. It goes on the assumption 
‘there is no growth {fn a dead hickory,” 
and it declines to be dead. 

very unique growth has taken 
Place in High Point within the !-st 
two decades. It has blossomed out 
from a little town with red dirt roads 
to a paved and modern city, employing 
a vast number of hands solely for man- 
ufacturing furniture. The Manufac- 
turers’ Club of the city was at first a 
result of the establishment of furniture 
business, but has now become the cause 
of an extension of the furniture busi- 
néss so that High Point is now appro- 
priately referred to as the “Grap’ Rap- 
ids” of the South. The orge tion 
has now come to the point of taking 
great interest in all questions affecting 
southern development as a whole, since 
the manufacturers of High Point real- 
ize that the constant growth of the 
south means a constant demand for the 
chief product of High Point. 

The chamber of commerce of Wil- 
mington is now agitating the erection 
of a building devoted solely to its pur- 
poses. An off-shoot of the chamber of 
commerce was the Greater Wilmington 
Club, which is now being allowed to 
die a natural death, as it was seized 
upon by political elements. The wérk 
of specia] promotion for Wilmington 
will hereafter be conducted by a com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce. 
The chamber of commerce gives great 
attention to river matters, and is deep- 
ly interested in the canalization of the 
Cape Fear river as far as Fayetteville, 
for year-roung navigation. 

At the mouth of the Cape Fear river 
there is a very earnest group of men 
working in the Southport Chamber of 
Commerce for the development of the 
south port. 
by them as a working asset for great- 
ness. They will not be content until 
Southport becomes more than a spot 
on the map; notwithstanding the 
stretch of low land which has hith- 
erto hindered railroad approach. 

The chamber of commerce of Ra- 
l“igh ts a strong influence throughout 
the state since its location puts it in 
touch with all the legislative work of 
the state, and under the direotion of 
its secretary, Colone] Fred A. Olds, it 
is pulling for all North Carolina all the 
time. It has had a great deal to do 
with the attracting attention to North 
Carolina as a cotton manufacturing 
state, ang has earnestly co-operated 
with recent commisioners of agricul- 
ture in attracting attention to North 
Carolina as a great agricultural state.

the direction of J. A. Arnold, who by 
various forms of printed matter anc 
“The Commercial Secretary,” keeps 
every point of the state tm touch wit 
what is going on in all other part: 
of the state. The association as 
whole has also prepared for distribu- 
tion splendid groupings of facts pre 
pared in a very attractive manner. . A 
the convention of the Southern Secre- 
taries’ Association at Atlanta las 
July, Mr. Arnold gave a unique ad 
dress illustrating it by means 9 
clock-work and bells set at variou 
tones and speeds. The commercial or 
ganizations of the state have been se 
verely criticised for taking part i 
political affairs. Their activity, how 
evr, has simply shown itself on th- 
side of “fewer laws and better laws.’

MEXICAN’S WEIRD PLAY _ 
HANDEDDOWN BY SPANISH 


San Antonio, Texas, December 18.-— 
(Special.) — The most picturesque 
Christmas celebration in all Amer- 
ica is held by the Mexicans im 
San Antonio. “Los Pastores,” the 
dramatic presentation of the story of 
the Christ-child, with its weird, yet 
beautiful, setting, is given in tho 
quaint Chapel of Miracres and at 
other chapels and ehurches where 
the Mexicans worship. It is a mystery 
play, analogous to the Passion Play 
of Oberammergau, and has been hand- 
ed down from father to son for gen- 
erations. It was introduced by tne 
early Spanish missionaries, in order to 
teach the Indians the story of the birth 
of Christ, and to impress them with 
His divine origin. : 

“Tos Pastores,” or “The Shepherds, 
is a form of the mediaeval religious 
dramas known as passion plays, mira- 
cle plays and nativity plays. Before 
the altar, brilliant with its candles, 
and decorated with roses amd flowers 
that bloom here throughout the win- 
ter, and with the walls of the chapel 
covered with the green of cedar boughs 
and palms, the large company of ac- 
tors, costumeq the same as was the 
custom three and four hundred years 
ago, enact, as they conceive it, the 
coming of the Child amid the flashing 
stars and the joyful acclaim of the 
shepherds on that wonderful night in 
Bethlehem. After the fashion of the 
mediaeval plays, bits of broad humor

organization of clubs, there are group- 
ings of clubs by location; some por- 
tions of the state being suitable tor 
irrigation, some for dry farming, some 
for drainage and reclamation, and 
some for manufacturing development. 
The result of all this individua] and 
combined effort is expected to make a 
great showing for Texas in the 1910 
census. 

Galveston has taken the lead in en- 
deavoring to secure for the southwest- 
ern parts of the country the advant- 
ages in rates:from points east that 
should belong to that part of the 
country because of water carriage, as 
a moderator of railroad rates, offered 
by the roueety Rew ae, ports of “al- 
_veston, Port Arthur, exas Ci‘, and 
the port of Houston, soon te be also 
Aa factor in water transportation. Out 
of this Galveston effort has come the 
Southwestern Shippers’ Traffic Asso- 
ciation. It is working earnestly for 
the passage of senate Dill 6737, of 
this session, which would place coast- 
wise steamers, carrying interstate 
commerce, under the control of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Typical of the devotion which in- 
dividuals in Texas have shown to the 
subject of state growth is the work 
of James T. Denton, now secretary of 
the board of trade of Henrietta. For 
a long time he was an unpald secre- 
tary at . Center, Texas, devoting 
thought and energy without hope for 
a reward to the development of his 
part of the country, carrying on in 
addition labors needed to provide the 
maintenance for himself. From Center 
he was called to help Mr. Arnold at 
Fort Worth and now he is giving his 
strength to the upbuilding of Henri- 
etta. Mr. Denton is merely mentioned 
as a type, for he and many others -in 
Texas do not look for praise, and do 
not appreciate publicity given to their 
unselfish work. 


Virginia. 


The spirit stirring among the organi- 
zations of Virginia can best be in- 
ferred by the action recently taken in 
Suffolk. That town has for years been 
jogging along with an organization of 
weak . possibilities, whose members 
only paid $3 a year dues. The fact 
that the tewn has six trunk lines pass- 


‘ing through it to reach Norfolk and 


Portsmouth, and also has 12 feet of 
water to the docks, has been only 
Slightly emphasized among manufac- 
turing concerns that need to be near 
ports. The business men of Suffolk 
have at last realized, and aow over 
sixty have pledged $50 a year each, in 
order to push for a greater Suffolk. 

Norfolk has a plan that could be 
imitated with great advantage in many 
other’ places. In the board of trade is 
a committe@é made up of members that 
are also in the city council. When the 
council wishes, therefore, to appropri- 
ate funds for any purpose. It as- 
signs the duty to these members, so 
that the two bodies may work harmo- 
niously and yet the control of tne 
council be held over city appropria- 
tions. 

Lynchburg has blazed the way alone 
another novel line. The secretary of 
the chamber of commerce, E. H. May- 
field, formerly with N. W. Ayer & Son, 
visited the county boards of the three 
counties touched by Lynchburg, and 
secured from these three counties $200 
each. The chamber of commerce then 
placed on a committee the duty of 
preparing a booklet. advertising the 
three counties and Lynchburg. It is 
proving to be a great success, for he 
chamber of commerce has set aside 
enough money to advertise the book- 
let and requests are coming in by the 
hundreds. 

The Roanoke organization has EF. B. 
Jacobs for secretary: formerly a city 
official. The board of trade has taken 
eye to the railroad development of the 
city and has also rendered good serv- 
ice in advertising tabor troubles. Mr. 
Jacobs is a close stuA@ent of the strat- 
egy of southern railroad development. 
and by speeches and articles is con- 
stantly interpreting all new move- 
ments as they affect the 
Roanoke. 

The Shenandoah Valley has some 
good organivations that specializes on 
farming developments. This is nota- 
bly true of Harrisburg, Waynesboro 
and Strassburg. At the last mention- 
ed place the organization is devot d 
to apples and is styled “North Shenan- 
doah Fruit Growers’ Association.” It 
watches every opportunity to spread 
the fame of Virginia apples, and=khad a 
magnificent display at the Southern 
Commercial Congress last December. 
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| axe interspersed with the really 2x- 
quisite poetry of the theme. It opens 
with shepherds singing a hymn be- 
ginning “Im Bethkehem’s Holy Manger,” 
and containing the following verse: 


March on together joyfully, 
While the angels sing; 

For our Lord's nativity, 
Hot tamales tying. 


This is the literal translation from 
the original Spanish, and is character- 
istic of the simplitity of the devout 
Mexican people, the hot tamale, with 
them, being a plece-de-resistance of 
their feasts. This song, after many 
‘stanzas, closes with: 


A bitter contest ours to wage, 
The evil power to quell, 

To match the cunning, dare the rage, 
Of Satan, prince of hell. 


This serves to introduce Satan, who 
wears a very long tail made of fire- 
crackers. Putting the devil into hell 
requires much time, the industrious ef- 
fort of the apostles and the shepherds 
giving occasion for many introduo- 
tions of humor. When Luelfer and his 
imps are finally banished Satan's tall 
is set on fire, and his wild antics fur- 
nish uproarious amusement. Another 
comic character is the shepherg Har- 
tholomew, a ridiculously sleepy feliow, 
who cannot shake off his drowsimess. 
The other shepherd, including a comic 
cook, beg him to wake up and worship 
the Christ-child, but he has some 
sleepy-headed excuse each time. At 
last, the shepherds take him up bodily 
and deposit him before the altar. ‘They 
drop him, not too gently, and a bright 
illumination of celestial glory falls 
about him, a combination that wakes 
him up to his religious duties. Ot.er 
characters repiesent almost’ every 
prominent name in biblical history, in- 
cluding Mary, Joseph, Beelzebub and 
Other devils, the archangel Michael 
and other archangels anq angels, 


Thomas A. Becket, Pope Leo XIII. ana 
Isabel, the Catholic. The weary wan- 
dering of Mary and Joseph from door 
to door, in search of shelter in Bethle- 
hem, the birth of Christ, the angels’ 
chorus announcing it to the shepherds 
in the fields, their journey and that of 
the wise men of tk > east, guided by 
the Star of Bethlehem, are set forth 
in detail. Always hosts of angels and 
devils hover about the scene and have 
bitter controversies over every imagin- 
able point of difference. The devils 
are, of course, discomfited, anqg finally 
driven out in disgrace. 

The illiteracy of many of the actors 
means that they must learn their part 
by note. Everything is chanted. The 
shepherds carry crooks, upon which 
are hung various tinkling instruments, 
and as the shepherds 
them upon the wooden floor they pro- 
duce a monotonous jingle that keeps 
time to the simple tune to which they 
recite the history of the birth ot 
Christ. Sometimes a tableau of Mary, 
the Child, Joseph and the Wise Men 
is seen, the setting being a stable stall, 
and often a couple of donkeys are tied 
by the manger. The deep religious in- 
stinct of these simple Mexican folk 
causes many times the display of great 
emotion and real tears. In no sense 
is thene any irreverence attached to 
the comic relief of the “funny” char- 
acters. 

When tne shepherds knee! at the al- 
tar they lay at the feet of the Christ- 
child their most prized possessions. 
These gifts include little baskets, rib- 
bons, cakes, wild honeycomb, a game 
called perinola, a lamb “as white as 
snow” and sometimes a cradle to rock 
the infant Savior to sleep. 

In @ iullaby, exquisite itn its tender 
simplicity, the finale comes when the 
ee bid the Christ-child fare- 
well: 


Hush-a-bye—my little son, 

Hush-a-bye, my heart of gold; 

Softly -slumber, little one, 

The night {is dark and the winds blow cold. 


Hush-a-bye, baby sleep all ni 
, ght, 
The shepherds watch thee wth delight, 
S-h! §S-h! Blinking owl from willow shoot 
Thou wakest my baby with thy hoot. 


In addition to the Pastores, the altar 
of the Christ-child is erected in every 
Mexican home. It is covered with a 
cloth canopy, from which hangs every 
fruit and tlower and also images, of 
angels and archangels, besides ar- 
ticles of household use. Bright-hued 
draperies cover the image of the 
Christ-chila and chains of vari-color- 
ed beads are hung around. 

The Mexican people also hang lan- 
terns from tall poles about their door- 
ways for twelve nights during Christ- 
mas as a symbol of the star that was 
seen in the east, and so that if the 
Christ-child should come seeking shel- 
ter in any house He would be shown 
the way. A circle of ashes is also 
scattered about the house to keep 
away evil spirits and the sign of the 
cross is made on the lintel of the door, 
for devils are supposed to be per- 
niciously active at Christmas time.

but here was an opaque darkness, a 
dvrkness that the presence of light 
faiied to affect. At my feet a board 
stretched out into the smoke and dis- 
appeared. Stooping clumsily to my 
knees under che weight of the heimet, 


‘and peering forward through the bulls 


eye in the dim rays of the electric 
lights, I saw that the board passcda 
over $ feet of blackness into the box 
which hung in the middle of the shaft. 
Ore side of the box,- fastened by heavy 
hinges, had been lowered down like a 
drawbridge, and from this open side to 
my feet extended the frail gang-piank 
that we must pass over. Out before 
me, in the smoke and blackness, the 
box swung dimly, its mearest angie 
half lost, like the bow of a ship in a 
dense fog. 

One by one, we crawled on our hands

attention from such forms of enter- 
tainment as are calculated to improve 
judgment, clarify mentality, and ele- 
vate the general tone of popular 
thought ani feeling. The lower order 
of taste is the easiest to please. The 
music halls attract the larger crowds. 
The competition of the vaudeville the- 
aters, which are music halls under 
another name, has radically modified 
the managerial policy of the money-

GOOD ROADS ENTHUSIASM 
IS RAMPANT OVER STATE

It has been a matter of considerable 
interest to note the after-results to- 
ward good roads improvement left in 
the wake of The Constitution's ‘Roun- 
the-State tourists.

The continuous passing of the “mighty 
horde” of cars in the Atlanta group 
had considerable rolling action on the 
red-clay roads, and I could distinctly 
trace the path for many miles, and the

w ise. 

Enthusiasm Is Spreading. 

Everywhere along the route the 
“Good Roads” germ has been well im- 
pressed, and the natives in one accord 
desire and realize the actual necessity 
of good highways, eflabling more rapid 
communication hetween the farm and 
the freight and shipping station. 

Aside from the “Good Roads” move- 
ment, much has been done in over- 
coming the prejudice against the 
“muleless” vehicle, and believe many 
have been the unspoken vows to secure 
a “benzine buggy” if the crops pan 
out. And this “unspoken vow” will 
actually develop and bring to the auto 
trade the good of sales. 

Looking at conditions from an out- 
sider’s and a very impartial view, I 
concede the number of machines in the 
state of Georgia today as really mar- 
velous. When one considers that only 
three years ago some of the smaller 
tewns could not produce one machine, 


and today they count them above the 
hundreds. 
Equipment for the Trip. 

To circle the course with a jolly 
bunch of thirty-four carg and close on 
to a hundred and fifty people, with no 
worrying as to turns or forks, etc., 
leaving all these troubleg to the pace- 
making “pathfinder,” is a decidedly 
different affair than going it alone. 
No doubt many will attempt the trip 
this coming season, and a word fre- 
garding equipment is decidedly in 
place. 

Do not fail to take a regulation 
round-nosed shove] and an ax; block 
and tackle, extra change, extra pump, 
and, if the car is of the straight-dash 
type, get hold of a pantasote dash 
shroud, which protects from both rain 
and cold. Strap your front axle to the 
frame with good heavy strapping, the 
cost of which is a trifle compared to a 
spring breakage and its consequent re- 
placement in some far-off, inconvenient 
place. When the country you travel is 
well studded with creeks, and fording 
is a frequent occurrence, cover both 
magneto and carburetor 
sort of linoleum. This will save you 
aggrevating efforts at starting the 
motor in a few feet of water, your 
good temper, and reserve your goog na- 
ture for the day’s gruelling trip 
through the sands and creeks so preva- 
lent in Georgia. Never disregard local 
information; many a 10 to 15-mile cir- 
cuit has repaid a three-hour waddle 
in the mud. After all, a car is only as 
fast as the road, and a word or pre- 
paratory equipment te the tourist is 
“a word to the wise.” 

While we of the Ohio crew had never 
traversed Georgia roads before, we 
saw enough of new work on our two 
trips to realize that but for the work 
of The Constitution such a tour would 
have been an absolute tmpossibility. 
And the state realizes to a large de- 
gree already what a debt of gratitude 
it Owes to its great morning news- 
paper.

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‘HISTORY OF STONE MOUNTAIN | 


IS MOST INTERESTING ONE

The present movement on foot to 
connect Stone Mountain with Atlanta 
by trolfey line, brings to mind some 
reminiscences that might interest the 
readers of today. 

Une hundred years ago, at least, at 
the close of the nineteenth century, this 
interesting natural curiosity was ‘n 
the hands of the red man. About this 
time the adventurous white: man be- 
kan to settle all throughout the Indian 
mation, so much so, that after several 
treaties between the whites and In- 
cians, new counties were at once or- 
ganized.

“In the afternoon we reascended the 
mountain, accompanied by the owner 
of the tower. This singular edifice, re- 
sembling soémewhat a lighthouse, is an 
octagonal pyramid, built entirely of 
wood. 

‘The erection of a lofty tower upon 
the summit of the high mountain. is 
certainly a unique and curious exploit. 
We ascended to its summit by nearly 
three hundred steps. The prospects we 
obtained, wide and beautiful, having 
the single fault of monotony. The eyes 
rest upon a vast continuity of forest. 
The plantations and settlements ap- 
pear small amid the sea of foliage. By 
the aid of good telescopes we distin- 
guished five county towns. 

“By way of parenthesis, I remark, 
that in 1847 I ascended this tower and 
took in view the surrounding terri- 
tory. Among the towns I located, was 
that of Atlanta, then a few straggling 
huts, just beyond Decatur.”’

Mr. Richards continues: 

“Among the curiosities of the moun- 
tain there are two, of which are de- 
serving of notice.

“In this connection occurs the sug- 
gestion that Fernando DeSoto landed in 
Florida about 1539 with 600 men and 
200 horses.

“Traditiog also informs us that many 
years before Columbus came to Amer- 
ica, a number of persons from Wales 
passed a winter in Georgia and made 
potash. 

A learned savant of Copenhagen, 
many years ago, announced that he 
had in his possession manuscript de- 
seriptions of America, written by par- 
ties who visited it in the tenth cen- 
tury, from which he copies: ‘It was in 
the year 985 that America wads first 
discovered by Biaske Herjeufsen; but 
he did not land. In the year 1000, or 
perhaps earlier, the coast was visited 
by Leif, a son of Erik the Red, who 
first colonized Greenland. If these 
documents are genuine, the conjectures

Here 
they conceived and organized § the 
‘state fair,’ which for many yearg 
thereafter was held at this place. 


First Street Railroad. 


lt is a fact, not generally known. 
substantiated by history, however, that 
the first street railroad or any®hirg 
like a street railroad in the south ran 
from the depot of this place to the 
well-known Johnson house, at the foot 
of the mountain. A worthy old man, 
who, for many years thereafter lived 
in Atlanta,. Lemuel Dean, Esy., con- 
ceived and put this establishment 1n 
operation. On it was but one. passené 
ger car and two freight flats. The 
motive power the first time I rode on 
it was a little black mule. Soon there-

FIVE HUNDRED VEHICLES AN HUUR. 


| No more impressive evidence of the necessity for relief for 
traffic-burdened Peachtree street has been presented than the actual 
count by A. W. Farlinger of the number of vehicles passing a given 
point—a total of 998 in two hours. 

This count, taken in the morning, and not the busiest hours, 
shows that ordinarily an average of 500 vehicles an hour, or more 
than eight a minute, passed on Peachtree street, where it is joined 
by Ivy. 

None of the outbound vehicles go West Peachtree; none of 
those inbound come Ivy, unless destined for points on that street. 

The reason is clear: Peachtree is smooth-paved, easy and com- 
fortable to travel, while Ivy and West Peachtree are not. 

All the urging and warning in the world are not going to change 
the situation one whit or one jot. : 

As long as there is only Peachtree street from the center of the 
city north, affording a decent pavement for the accommodation of 
traffic, that street alone is going to be used by every vehicle, large 
or small, whether driven by gasoline, electric, mule or foot power. 

And just so long as there are 500 or more vehicles passing a 
given point on a single street each hour in the day, there are going 
to be periods of dangerous, if not often disastrous, traffic congestion. 

That is what Peachtree street has come to, andthe story of its 
congestion is told in its accidents, which are more frequent than 
on any other of the city’s streets. | 

The imperative need for another smooth-paved street from the 
center of the city northward is evidenced in the facts and voiced 
in the publicly-expressed views of many of Atlanta’s foremost offi- 
cials and citizens. 

So far as The Constitution is concerned, it is wedded to no 
particular route. 

General sentiment appears to incline to the improvement and 
paving of Spring street as the most feasible plan of affording the 
necessary relief to Peachtree; but if any other better or more feasi- 
ble route can be shown, it should, by all means, be adopted. 

All Atlanta is interested in this improvement. 

lt is a question of safe traffic and of safety to life and limb. 

There is scarcely a vehicle in Atlanta but travels Peachtree 
street at one time or another; most of them almost daily, and not 
a few of them many times a day. 

It is now almost a question of which one will be the next in 
the smash-up. 

Council should take hold of the matter at once. 

If the retiring council can do no more, it can at least pave the

Jobbers, wholesalers and consumers who never before patronized 
the product of local factories and houses, have been added to Atlanta 
commercial lists, and the prospects are for further conquests in the 
same direction. 

The promoters of the movement point out, however, that they 
cannot amplify the field of operations, unless the membership is 
increased, and the business men already affiliated with the organiza- 
tion increase their subscriptions. 

The mere statement of these facts should be sufficient to insure 
prompt and complete response. 

Each year competition between southern commercial centers 
grows keener. If Atlanta wants her share of southern business, she 
must go after it as do other southern cities—by intelligent, persistent 
and well-placed publicity in its many forms. 

The dinner tomorrow evening, both from the standpoints of its 
value as an experience meeting and its relation to the future, should 
be an important one. |

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LEAVEN OF “’ROUND-STATE” -TOUR. 


A convincing illustration of the practical value of The Consti- 
tution’s “’Round-the-State” good roads tour is offered in the recent 
experiences of a party of auto tourists, related elsewhere in this 
issue. 

A little more than a month following the conclusion of the cir 
cumnavigation of Georgia, these gentlemen covered the identical 
ground in a motor car. | 

Their testimony is to the effect that in every part of the state 
the effects of the tour are visible in the most tangible form. 

Enthusiasm for road-building is reported to be aggressive and 


detailed, wherever the cavalcade of cars carried the practical gospel 
of good roads. 

A significant feature of the story is narration of the fact that 
the farmers are coming to see the economic side of highway 
improvement. 

They find that a good road from the. farm to the town, or the 
railroad, means better prices, wider markets, and cheaper cost of 
marketing, not to cite the phases of educational and social and 
industrial development. 

The report thus brought to The Constitution simply confirms 
the testimony of many Georgians who had witnessed the lasting 
effects of the first campaign, launched last fall a year ago, by this 
paper. 7 

It has been established that all that is needed to galvanize 
road-building activity in Georgia is publicity and plenty of it, de- 
pending upon demonstration of increased values and advantages to 
carry the contagion to communities not immediately touched by 
the itineraries of good roads tours. 

If so much has been accomplished in two short years by direct 
inethods, it is logical to expect that the dividends of improvement 
will hereafter increase at a geometrical ratio. 

In this connection there comes a‘ practical hint from Troup 
county. Having authorized a $200,000 issue of bonds for highway 
improvement, the county is going about the proper expenditure of 
the proceeds by employing competent engineers to supervise the 
work. The Solomon-Norcross Company, of Atlanta, has been re- 
tained for the purpose. 

Such policy is simply ih line with The Constitution’s conten- 
tion that, to be effective, highway improvement should be prose- 
cuted systematically under the direction of competent experts.

From Postmaster General Hitchcock, the man once roundly 
accused of having made perfect the art of using patronage for politi- 


cal machine-building, comes the proposal that the postoffice depart- 
ment be taken entirely out of politics. He would have civil service 
standards govern even the appointments now devolving on the 
president. | 

But why should. this sweeping administrative reform stop at 
the postoffice department? 

Every other department conducted from Washington could 
with profit be extricated from politics and operated solely on the 
merit system. 

Mr. Hitchcock's suggestion is revolutionary, in a way, but 
progress in making public business chime with private ethics and 
methods has been preparing us gradually for the change. 

And, at the last analysis, there is no cause, save custom, why 
the sound and direct methods that regulate a private business should 
not be imported, wholesale, into the management of the public busi- 
ness. 


The boast of Senator Aldrich that he could save millions yearly 


to the government by running it upon a business basis was founded | 


on fact. 


It is a safe assertion that all the corportions with which the | 


senator is connected are conducted up to the notch, so far as effi- 
ciency and economy are concerned. 

As a matter of record, efficiency and organization are the key- 
notes, not only of corporation, but of general business control in 
America. 

This.country has brought such factors to their farthest perfec- 
tion, and yet presents to the world the spectacle of permitting its 
government to run along the slipshod, wasteful, haphazard lines 
reminiscent of medieval methods. , 

In opposing the effort of the railroads to sweepingly advance 
freight rates, Louis Brandeis contends that if these monster corpo- 
rations were operated with an eye to modern efficiency, there would 
be little or no need for the heavy increases they now demand. 

Apply the same reasoning to the government, federal or state. 

It is evident that if efficiency, rather than politics, supplied the 
motive power, there would be fewer skyscraping appropriations, 
with annual deficits and juggling and borrowing to meet current 
expenses. 

To bring the matter home, Georgia’s prehistoric manner of pay- 
ing its school teachers would throw the president of any self-respect- 
ing corporation out of a job and the corporation itself into the hands 
of a receiver. 

It will be objected that we cannot purge governmental depart- 
ments, generally, of politics until the dawn of the millennium. 

But the success made thus far with the postoffice department 
and the diplomatic and consular service points possibilities. 

And once the taxpayer—who pays the bills—begins to ask him- 
self why his public business should not be handled as econom- 


ically as his private business, something is going to break loose in 
the way of reform.

While Ernest Clarke's life was 
passed in Atlanta almost entirely, he 
was a ;‘loridian by birth, his parents 
being residents of Key West when he 
was born. That interesting event in 
Mr. Clarke’s life dates back in th» 
middle of the ‘50's. and while he was 
yet a mere lad strutting in his ick- 
erbockers, he became a figure in the 
war between the states. 
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Youngest Blockade Runner. 

Probably Ernest Clarke was one of 
the youngest, if not the youngest, 
blockade runner that historical period 
produced. When he was 12 years oia 
he, with his father and mother, 
boarded a ship at Wilmington, N, c., 
secking Nassau. ‘‘Spinky,” the vesse! 
was a small one, and it left Wilming- 
ton in the afternoon for the south, 
@nd on its passage had something of a 
sensational experience. 

“After passing gown the river,” says 
Mr. Clarke, as he recites interestingly

“In the smmer of ‘'64,” as Ernest 
Clarke tells with added interest the 
story, “my father, mother and uncle 
and myself left Key West for Mew 
York, taking passage on the Ada Car- 
ter. Just then the south looked a 
winner, and the north more than ever 
was watchful to prevent relief from 
other sections over the waters. It was 
almost walk the plank for a blockade 
runner caught.

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“ONCE A THIEF, ALWAYS A THIEF,” 
NOT PROVEN BY THE RECORDS 


iCHTO 
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By Charles S. Moore, Chief Parole 
Officer, New Jersey Reformatory. 

It pays to give men a chance for 
“once a thief, always a thief,” is not 
true. After eight years’ experience, I 
think the parole system is successful. 
The United States federal prisons be- 
gan, On September 1, 1910, to parole 
prisoners. They have ‘started on the 
right way to give the convicted man 
an,.opportunity to redeem himself. 
One inmate of the New Jersey re- 
formatory who.was paroled five years 
ago now holds a ‘good position as a 
traveling salesman, at $3,000 a year 
and commission. He has a wife and 
two children. He was committed for 
breaking, entering and larceny. He 
almost killed the owner of the house 
before the alarm could be given. Un- 
til he was paroled he had never work- 
ed a full month. Another young man 
was sent to us for grand larceny. He 
made up his mind that he would not 
live up to the rules. He was one of 
those we call “bad ones.” A change 
came over him all at once and he 
made up his mind that he was going 
to be a man. After a while he earned 
his parole, and later, a full release. 
Today he holds a position in the fire 
department of a large city. 

People are always ready to criticise 
when a parole inmate makes a second 
mistake. It is impossible to have suc- 
cess with every case, but 60 per cent 
of those from this institution are re- 
formed. The final result in 15 per 
cent of the cases is unknown; 5 per 
cent relapse, and 20 per cent have 
neither bettered their condition, nor 
have they committed a second offense. 

Some, while on parole, make the best 
of men, and when granted a fu.l re- 
lease, knowing there is no check 
upon them, fall again and commit 
crime. The longer they are kept on 
parole, the better are the results, be- 
cause they understand that if they vio- 
late their parole conditions, they will 
be brought back. 

In our institutions those who are 
unable to write their names when 
admitted are not allowed to leave 
until they have learned to write a 
letter intelligently. We try to give 
the young men as much elementary 
knowledge as We can. We parole 
over 300 a year. No one i1s_ per- 
mitted to leave until suitable em- 
ployment has been found for dim, 
and the employer must. know who 
he is, and sign a form that he will 
try to help make a man of him. 
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young man was paroled in due time 
to a suitable position. 
latter his mother wrote that she had 
taken John away from his work and 
was going to keep him home and pay 
bim $3 a week to be a good boy. I 
found:.other employment for this young 
man and instructed him that if he did 
not keep this position he would be re- 
turned for violating his parole. He 
kept this place four months and then 
left. He was returned to the institu- 
tion. Today; after a second parole, he 
is married and has settied down. He 
has a pleasant home, three children and 
a good trade. He has had his full re- 
lease for two years. 

Another case will illustrate what I 
mean by too bad a home. A boy who 
was sent to the reformatory for high- 
way robbery in time was paroled. I 
visited his home, which was not fit for 
a paroled inmate to enter. The father 
and mother were both smoking clay 
pipes, and three or four men were 
drinking. It was one of the most filthy 
houses I have ever entered. I saw at 
once the cause of the boy’s downfall. 
He admitted to me that many a time 
he had gone home after a day’s work 
and found his father ang mother drink- 
ing and nothing for him to eat. He 
would then go out on the corner and 
shoot craps with the boys. 

Indeterminate Sentences. 

Experience has shown that for the 
real work of the reformatory to be 
satisfactorily done the maximum term 
for which the first-time criminal may 
be sentenced is very often insufficient. 
This sentence should be made actually 
indeterminate. While the reformatory 
in a legal sense is a penal institution, 
the young men are not sent solely for 
punishment, but rather to give time to 
consider, with helpful surroundings, 
the certain results of evil deeds. While 
in the reformatory, a man’s conduct is 
rated according toindustry, skill, study 
and behavior. They are taught to 
work, they are given the advantages

A great many of our inmates are of 
the lower class, a large number being 
foreigners who get. into trouble sim- 
ply through ignorance; others come 
from middle-class families, and some 
from the best of homes. After dis- 
missal, they secure places in all. lines 
of work, as motormen and conductors, 
as engineers, as stenographers, fire- 
men, iron-workers, electricians, farm- 


ers. chauffeurs and in many other 
kinds of work. Almost all are anxious 
to let ug know of their success. Only 
the,.other day I received a letter which 
is a fair sample of many that I get: 

“Mr, Charles S. Moore—Dear Sir: I 
am steadily employed as chauffeur, and 
earn from $85 to $100 per month. I 
have not earned less than $50 a month 
since my release, and I am putting 
the eggs away for future use. 

“IT am now married, and would like 
to pay you a visit. I wish I could only 
see the day when all the boys were 
free like myself. I suffered very much 
during the fifty-three weeks I was 
there, and as long as I have any com- 
mon sense I shall do right.”’ 

We have every reason, from our ex- 
perience at this reformatory, for be- 
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lieving that in every life there is a, 


better side, a right principle, a spark 
of goodness. It is a duty to search out 
that better nature and develop it.

Expansion in Revenue. 


Accepting the authoritative state- 
ment that retrenchment is to be the 
slogan of the railroads during the en- 
suing months, no elaborate research 
is necessary to discover the reasons 
therefor; it is sufficient to glance at 
the statements of earnings for Octo- 
ber, now being published. Briefly, 
the remarkable expansion in gross 
revenue which has been enjoyed since 
the recovery from the 1807 demorali- 
zation has apparently reached its apex, 
while the expense of conducting oper- 
ations has expanded t!nordinately, so 
that the net results are extremely un- 
satisfactory. A lucid table will best 
convey a clear idea of the position 
the, railroads have drifted or been 
forced into. 

Without insinuating that raliroad 
Managers are resorting to dubious 
steps to exaggerate the plight in 
which they now find themselves, it 
may be well to reflect, especially in 
considering the stock market outlook, 
inasmuch as the interstate commerce 
commission is still deliberating upon 
the advisability of granting advances 
in freight charges, the railroads may 
not strive to carry out their policy of 
retrenchment in kid glove fashion, but 
may apply the pruning knife ruth- 
lessly. Banking interests identified 
with the principal transportation sys- 
tems are emphasizing the urgent ne- 
cessity for protecting bondholders and 
stockholders as a safeguard against 
a destruction of credit; in other words, 
the old policy of cutting dividends 
will be avonded wherever possible 
and economies effected rather by stop- 
ping all new buiMing and improve- 
ments. 


Sugar in Philippines. 


During recent years the production 
of sugar in the Philippines has ranged 
from 176.000 tons to 200,000 tons. Ap- 
proximately 50,000 tons of this is con- 
sumed in the islands. China takes 
about two-thirds of the total exports; 
part of it goes to a number of re- 
fineries located near Hongkong, and 
the other half to Ohine proper, where 
it is used in the raw state. The 
United States generally takes any- 
where from one-sixteenth to one-third. 

When the sugar industry was at its 
height there were nearly 300,000 acres 
under cultivation, but at the present 
time only about 170,000 acres are 
worked. Beet sugar is turned out by 
the mills in a refined form, but most 
of the cane sugar produced is of the 
heavy molasses variety.

MIGHTY TRENCH WHICH 
FORMS WORLD'S CELLAR 


(Copyright, 1910, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

The Jordan! How shall I make you 
soe it as it winds its way ‘hrough this 
great gash in the thirsty face of old 
Mother Earth? All day long I have 
been traveling upon its banks in this, 
the lower part of its course. I have 
visited the ford where Joshua crossed 
with his army of Jews when he took 
possession of Canaan, have stood on 
the spot where it is said that Jesus 
Was bap: 4 of John, and have gone 
over the place where the waters were 
parted by the cloak of Elijah. Here 
at Jericno I am within s short gallop 
of the Dead Sea, into which the Jordan 
flows, and sitting on the steps of my 
hotel I can see count Nebo, where 
Moses stv0d when he viewed the Prom- 
ised L. nd, which he was not to enter. 
In former travels I have seen the Jor- 
dan, near the Sea of Galilee, and have 
been not far from 
Lebanon nountains. 

Im the Cellar of the Earth. 

This Jordan valley is the cellar of 
the world. It is a great trench, which 
beging a thousand or more feet above 
the sea, in the Lebanon mountains, 
and within a distance of 160 miles as 
the crowd fiies cuts its way down to 
thirteen hundred feet below sea level, 
where it ends in the Dead Sea. The 
bottom of that séa fs a half mile below 
the sur.ace of the Mediterranean, and 
_ in Jericho, where I am writing, we are 
almost 4,000 feet velow the highest 
point tn Jerusalem. There is ~o other 
part os the earth uncovered by water 
where the land for any distance is 
sunken for even 200 feet below.the 
level of the ocean. This is the great- 
est trough of the world, and one of 
the st-angest. 

Typical of heaven, the Valley of the 
Jordan is emblamatic of hell. The 
most of it is thirsty as the dry sands 
of the Sahara, and just now its heat 
is as torrid as Tophet. The plain over 
which I rode today on my way to the 
river was covered with thorn bushes. 
The only green after leaving the irri- 
gated farms about Jericho was that 
which borders the gully through 
which the Jordan runs, the remainder 
being of alkaline earth thrown up by 
the floods in the castles and mounds, 
making gullies and hills of all sizes 
and shapes. 

The mean temperature of Jerusalem 
64 Fahrenheit. It is temperate 
throughout and the snow falls there 
in the winter. The heat here is as 
great as that of the center of Nubia. 
Dates can be grown, and in the past 
Jericho was known as the city of 
palms. 

A Bird’s-Eye View of the Jordan. 

But this not the character of the 
whole course of the Jordan. Let me 
give you a bird's-eye view of the river, 
or better, let us suppose we have 
taken an aeroplane and are going from 
‘its source in the Lebanon mountains 
to where it loses itself in the great 
sea of salt below. {t rises on the foot 
of Mount Hermon, whose peak is cov- 
ered with snow the greater part of 
the year. It has two or three differ- 
ent sources. One is near Dan and 
higher up is another »\t Banias, near 
the spot where Chr / sald: 

“Thou art Peter upon this rock 
will I build my ’ Ach, and the gates 
ef hell shal! no’ revaill against it.” 

It is from Kbanias that the Jordan 
has its chief start. It comes from a 
caye-in the Hmestone rock which ts 
now choked up with stones, but out 
of which the water flows in a great 
volume, cold, sweet and pure, There 
are trees about the cave and the 
stream runs through a beautiful park 
down to Lake Huleh, which ts only 
seven feet above the sea. The spring 
of Banias has always been noted, for 
its sweetness and purity. It is said 
the waters and 
Gedicated to the god Pan, and that 
from this the name Banias, or Panias, 
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its source in the

Greek tablets have been found 
near by, and ruined temples and ool- 
umns show that the place was once 
the site of a considerable city. It has 
now only a mud village of about fifty 
huts. 

Going down t- Lake Huleh, we see a 
marshy catchment basin into which 
other streams run and from which the 
Jordan flows out. There is little ac- 
tivity about the lake. A few Bedouins 
live near it and their only busines 
seems to be making mats of the papy- 
ru reeds which grow on the shores. 
These are the waters of Merom men. 
tioned in Joshua. 

A little farther down is the matr 
crossing to Damaséus. The place is 
known as the Bridge of Jacob's Daugh- 
ters, and the stream is here on th: 
level of the sea. It drops 680 feet ir 
the next nire miles, having a continu- 
ous series of cascades from there a1 
most to the Sea of Galllee. 

The Seas of Life and Death. 

The remainder of the Jordan’s course 
runs between the seas of life and death. 
I refer to the Sea of Galilee, at the 
north, and the Dead Sea, at the south. 
The first Js sweet. full of fish and sur- 
rounded by verdure. The other is salt- 
ler than any other water or, the earth 
and so bitter and poisonous that no 
The 


distance between these two seas in a 


‘straight line north and south is about 


65 miles, and the slope from one fro 
the other % almost 12 feet to the mile. 
or over 600 feet. Connecting them ts 
this great trough of the Jordan, from 
1 to 16 miles wide. Through it the 
sacred river runs. It winds about like 


a corkscrew, making so many turnings 
'that it covers a course more than 200 
miles tn its 60 miles’ distance. 


It coes 
with great force, and has 27 cascades, 
and there are numerous falls where elec- 
tric plants might be put in. The land 
on each side might be turned 10 rich 
farms if it could only have water. and 
it may be that the good fairy of elec- 
tricity will some time bring the dead 
earth to life. 
The Vegetation. 

As to the vegetation, there are some 
farms in the upper part of its course, 
and the sultan has a sugar plantation 
half way between Galilee and the Dead 
sea, where he works soldiers ag labor- 
ers. There are small fields of grain, 
including millet, wheat and barley, 
here and there, and I am told that rice 
and indigo can be grown. 

Down near the Dead sea there is 


considerable cultivation on the Jericho 
plain. The land is irrigated by a 
stream from the mountains of Judea 
and by the spring of Elisha. It is cut 
up into small patches, which are cov- 
ered with orange groves, almond or- 
chards and vineyards Much of the fruit 
goes up to Jerusalem. There are also 
fields of egg plants, tomatoes and mel- 
ons, and dates could undoubtedly be 
grown. All the way from here to old 
Jericho, a distance of three or more 
miles. are orchards, vineyards and gar- 
dens. They are fenced with thorn 
bushes, the thorns on which are.gres. 
hooks turning inward. ‘They are’ sai 
to be the same thorns as those of 
which the crown of our Savior was 
made. 
How the Jordan Looks. 


The Jordan is not navigable. It has 
no harbors, no boats and no cities or 
villages of any account along its whole 
course. It has numerous fords, but no 
bridges of any size. There is a wooden 
bridge, about six miles above the Dead 
sea. It is a toll bridge, with fords 
above and below it. The people use the 
bridge only when the river is high. At 
other timeg the caravans save the toll 
by passing over the for »~ 

On its course fror “Galilee to the 
Dead sea the river na:frows and widens. 
Now it is a swift, black, sullen current 
flowing between ugly mud banks cov- 
ered with refuse, now it comes close 
to the mountains which border the 
valley on either side, and down here 
at the Dead sea it reaches a width of 
500 feet, being so shallow that you 
could almost wade across it. 

The water _atches the denudations of 
the mountains. It changes in color 
from season to season, and in the 
spring it spreads out in floods over 
the valley. It is said that the partings 
of the water in order that the Israel- 
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ites mignt pass over was when the 

river w-s at its highest. Just now 

it is low and is almost clear. 
Baptismal Water. 

It is not a sweet water at this point 
in its course, for it has gathered the 
salts and other minerals from this dry, 
thirsty country, and it is so full of 
bad matter that those who carry it 
home for paptisms have to boil and fil- 
ter it to keep it from smelling. I 
have severa] canteens which I filled 
myself from the stream, or rather 
with the water which I brought here 
im wine: bottles from the Jordan and 
had boiled and filtered before it was 
put into the cans. If I ever have a 
grandchild it shall be baptised with 
this water. The canteens I bought 
at the Jordan Hotel here at Jericho. 
They are kept on hand to be gold to 
tourists and pilgrims, and a vast num- 
ber of them are carried away every 
year. 

Orossing the Jordan. 

But let us visit the river and cross 
it to the land where the Moabites live. 
It is only a few miles from Jericho, 
and we can drive there in a carriage. 
As we start the great white blazing 
sun is climbing the blue above Mount 
Nebo, and the faint streak of the Dead 
sea, with the haze that hangs always 
over it, can be seen down the valley. 
Our soldier gallops in front to scare 
off the Bedouins and we wind our way 
lazily in and out through the wheat 
fields. Leaving these, we enter a des- 
ert on the edge of which stands Gilgal, 
where the Israelites first encamped 
after crossing the Jordan, and then £0 
on through thorny scrub among gulies 
and hills until we approach the long 
fringes of thicket which border the 
river, There is more vegetation as we 
near this and we , 60 through § the 
bushes until we come to a creek, which 
is no wider than the average street of 
an American city. It looks like many 
of the small streams of our -central 
states. I know of such in Indiana, Il- 
linois and Ohio, and there is one just 
about the same size which goes by the 
name of Goose creek in Loudoun coun- 
ty, Virginia. The Rhiné and the Hud- 
son, the Potomac, or even the Shenan- 
doah could swallow the Jordan with- 
out bulging, and just now it ts so small 
that In the United States it would not 
be known as a river. 


Nevertheless, the current is swift at’ 


this place and we hire a fisherman to 
take us across. He charges ‘25 cents 
for the boat, and for this rows us up 
and down stream for an hour. He 
stands as he rows and leans on the 
oars. We go to the other side of the 
Jordan and climb out through the wil- 
lows. How quiet it is! The only 
sound fs the ripple of the stream as 
it washes thé banks and the sweet- 
voiced birds which sing in the trees 
at out left. As we return we lean 
over and bathe our hands In the Jor- 
dan. The water is cold. It looks like 
weak milk when taken up tn a bottle. 
We taste it. It is acrid and salty and 
we spit it out In disgust. 
Baptising the Pilgrims. 

It is at this spot that Christ is said 
to have been baptised of John in the 
Jordan. The place is about three miles 
from the Dead sea, where the water at 
ordinary times ts four or five feet deep. 
It ie the principal place of pilgrimages 
to the Jordan, and is the scene of tens 
of thousands of baptisms a year. The 
chief time for baptizing is Easter, when 
the Russians come by the thousands 
and when other members of the Greek 
Church unite with them in a great car- 
avan which comes here and camps. 

At that time the water is blessed by 
the high priest. of the church, and there 


are many priests here to baptize the 


faithful. The women and men dress in 
white garments and go into the water 
together. They change their clothes on 
the shore. The garments they wear in 
the water are usually shrouds, which 


they have brought from* home with: 


them for this purpose, and which they 
intend to take back to be used at their 
burials. 

The scenes of these baptisms make 
one think of a picnic. The men, women 
and children rush about, some laughing 
and screaming, and others quietly talk- 
ing. The priests dip each three times 
in the Jordan and give him their bless- 
ing. After baptism some soak other 
shrouds in the river to consecrate them 
that they may carry them home to

The Dead Sea. 

Leaving the Jordan, we make our 
way down the valley to the Dead sea. 
The road goes through the thorn 
bushes and winds about through dry, 
thirsty hills.

Our 
eyes smart, and horrid. fiies crawl with 
legs of glue over our faces. We try to

Now we are on the shore of the sea. 
It is covered with pebbles and drift- 
wood. It looks more like a lake than 
& sea, and it is just about the size of 
Lake Geneva, 1 Switzerland. It is 
only 560 miles lung and 10 miles in 
width, and we can see from one end 
of it to the other. 

The sea is bounded by stony moun- 
tains. On the east are t * sert hills 
of Moab, where Ruth * born and 
Moses is buried, and on the west lie

The 
sum is so ei Ormous you cannot com- 
prehend it, bit at ninety tons to the 
car it would take 10,000,000 cars to 
carry that much, and if your cars were 
a little under forty feet long the train 
required for the load would reach 80 
miles. 

If you would further test the water 
take an egg and drop it into the sea. 
It will float, leaving one-third of the 
egg above the. surface. A fresh egg 
will sink in fresh water, and we 
break our egg to be sure it is fresh. 

Another test. Let us strip off our 
clothing and go in for a swim. You 
do not know how? That makes no 
difference in this salty sea! The wa- 
ter is so heavy you could not sink if 
you tried. You can lie on your back 
and float about all day long. You can 
stand upright and tread; but it is al- 
most impossible tO maincain such a 
position. Your feet have a tendency 
to fly to the surface, and you bob up 
and down like “the monkey on the 
stick.” Now try to swim. Your feet 
fly out of the water, and you cannot 
move on, as though the water were 
fresh. Now let us wade out and let 
the sun dry our skins. We fee) as 
though we had been painted with 
mucilage. We are gummy and oily 
and incrusted with salt. We have been 
scratched as we came through the 
thorn bushes, and the salts have got 
Into the sores and they are burning 
like fire. We shall not be happy until 
we can get some frerh water to wash 
off the salt. 

Sodom and Gomorrah, 

An interesting thing about the Dead 
sea is that its shores were once the 
sites of Sodom and Gomorrah, the two 
towns which became so0 wicked that 
the Lord rained fire and brimstone 
upon them. There are said to be sul- 
phur springs in the country about, and 
it may heave been a volcano which 
caused the destruction. There is 
asphalt or pitch in the bottom of the 
lake and the water hag other minerals 
in addition to salt. Indeed, the salt 
proper left after boiling comprises 
only about 7 per cent of the whole. 

It was right here on the plain of the 
Jordan, which was then, before the vol- 
canic destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, as rich as Egypt, that the nephew 
of Abraham and the cousin of Ishmael 
and Isaac, the good man Lot, had his 
estate, and it was in Sodom that he 
lived, one of the richest and the only 
just man inthe city.

To the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution is due 
the gratitude of every citizen of the 
commonwealth for inaugurating and 
establishing Georgia day.
